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PREFACE 


Economic  Conditions  in  Montana,  1988  presents  an  overview  of  the  Montana 
economy  from  a  statewide  perspective,  including  a  brief  economic  history  of 
Montana  from  1880  to  the  present.  The  report  discusses  changes  in  demographic 
and  economic  indicators,  possible  reasons  for  the  changes,  and  the  influence 
of  the  changes  on  the  economy,  and  briefly  describes  the  jobs  outlook  for  1989 
and  1990.  Also,  the  report  details  economic  conditions  in  each  of  12  regions 
statewide.  Each  region  is  analyzed  using  data  on  population,  employment,  and 
income.  Many  of  the  tables  used  in  the  analysis  contain  information  specific 
to  counties. 

Economic  Conditions  in  Montana,  1988  was  prepared  to  provide  decision  makers 
with  a  review  of  the  state's  economic  circumstances  and  to  make  available 
detailed  data  and  analysis  for  those  seeking  a  more  in-depth  understanding 
of  the  economic  situation  in  Montana.  The  report  is  intended  as  a  tool  for 
policy  formation,  but  is  necessarily  limited  in  scope,  and  should  not  be 
construed  as  an  attempt  to  explain  all  of  the  many  aspects  of  Montana's 
diverse  and  complex  economy. 

As  with  two  previous  reports  on  economic  conditions  in  Montana,  this  study  was 
sponsored  by  the  Governor's  Council  on  Economic  Development,  which  was  created 
by  Executive  Order  No.  15-83. 


Note:  Regional  definitions  used  in  this  report  are  those  established  by 
Executive  Order  2-71,  dated  August  24,  1971,  as  amended  by  Executive  Order 
7-73,  dated  October  29,  1973.  (The  1971  Executive  Order  placed  Sanders  County 
in  the  Missoula  Region;  the  1973  Executive  Order  placed  Sanders  County  in 
the  Kalispell  Region.)  The  regional  definitions,  or  multi-county  districts, 
originated  from  a  study  done  in  1970-71  by  the  Montana  Department  of  Planning 
and  Economic  Development — Report  to  the  Governor:  Proposed  Multi-County 
Districts  for  the  State  of  Montana  (November  1970)— for  the  purposes  of 
service,  administration,  planning,  and  data  reporting  in  the  state. 

The  previous  edition  of  this  report,  Economic  Conditions  in  Montana,  1986, 
placed  Sanders  County  in  the  Missoula  Region.

ECONOMIC  DEFINITIONS 


Basic  or  export  industries.  Industries  that  produce  goods  or  services  mostly 
for  sale  outside  the  state  or  region  or  are   influenced  by  events  occurring 
outside  the  area.  Montana's  basic  or  export  industries  include  agriculture, 
manufacturing  (including  wood  products,  paper,  primary  metals),  mining,  heavy 
construction,  railroads,  federal  government,  and  nonresident  travel.  The 
labor  income  of  persons  working  in  basic  industries  represents  net  injection 
of  new  funds  into  an  area,  creating  additional  income  (in  the  derivative 
industries)  as  those  funds  are  spent  and  respent. 

Derivative  industries.  Industries  that  serve  the  local  population.  These 
include  retail  and  wholesale  trade,  most  services,  financial  institutions, 
insurance  and  real  estate  agencies,  transportation  companies  (except  railroads 
and  interstate  trucking),  construction  (except  heavy  construction),  public 
utilities,  and  state/local  government. 

Earnings.  Wages,  salaries,  fringe  benefits,  net  income  of  self-employed. 

Labor  income.  The  labor  income  of  all  persons  engaged  in  the  current 
production  of  goods  and  services.  Does  not  include  corporate  profits. 
Consists  mostly  of  wages  and  salaries  plus  the  earnings  of  the  self-employed. 

Natural  population  increase.  Births  minus  deaths. 

Net  migration  of  population.  Net  persons  moving  into  or  out  of  an  area. 
Net  migration  is  an  excess  of  those  moving  in  over  those  moving  out.  Net 
outmigration  is  the  reverse. 

Nonfarm  labor  income.  The  labor  income  of  all  persons,  except  those  in 
agriculture,  engaged  in  the  current  production  of  goods  and  services.  Does 
not  include  corporate  profits.  Consists  mostly  of  wages  and  salaries  plus  the 
earnings  of  the  self-employed. 

Per  capita  income.  Total  personal  income  from  all  sources  divided  by  total 
population.  Often  used  to  measure  and  compare  well-being  in  various  areas. 

Personal  income.  The  income  of  residents  of  an  area  from  all  sources.  It  is 
measured  after  the  deduction  of  personal  contributions  to  social  security  but 
before  the  deduction  of  income  and  other  personal  taxes. 

Property  income.  Income  from  interest  payments,  dividends  on  stocks,  and 
rent. 

Transfer  payments.  Social  security  benefits,  certain  government  pensions, 
unemployment,  compensation,  and  income  maintenance  payments  such  as  welfare 
and  food  stamps. 
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CHAPTER  1 


OVERVIEW  OF  THE  MONTANA  ECONOMY:  HISTORY  AND  FORECASTS 

The  Montana  economy,  as  measured  by  jobs,  currently  is  growing,  and  jobs  have 
been  increasing  since  late  1986.  Chapter  1  outlines  employment  growth  for 
the  years  1987  and  1988,  the  shift  from  wage/salary  jobs  to  self-employment  in 
the  1980s  and  the  volatility  in  job  levels.  An  historical  perspective  on 
employment  change  from  1880  to  the  present  is  given,  and  published  forecasts 
for  1989  and  1990  are  summarized. 

The  Early  White  Settlement  Period,  1880-1920 

Montana  experienced  substantial  employment  and  associated  population  growth 
during  the  early  white  settlement  period  of  1880-1920.  According  to  U.S. 
Census  data,  employment  in  1880  was  about  22,000,  and  by  1920  it  had  increased 
approximately  10  fold  to  214,000.  Total  population  grew  from  about  40,000  to 
around  550,000  as  the  result  of  two  phenomena:  more  births  than  deaths,  and 
more  people  moved  into  Montana  than  moved  out  resulting  in  net  in-migration. 
This  latter  factor  relates  to  employment  growth  in  the  state  as  compared  with 
the  nation,  as  illustrated  in  Figure  1.1.  The  remarkable  employment  growth  in 
Montana  resulted  in  net  in-migration  of  about  310,000  people.  The  rest  of  the 
population  growth  between  1880  and  1920  (200,000)  was  a  result  of  the  natural 
increase  in  population  (an  excess  of  births  over  deaths). 

The  Period  1920-1980 

Except  for  the  decade  of  the  1970s,  this  60-year  period  was  one  of  slow  growth 
in  employment  and  population.  Between  1970  and  1980  growth  was  moderate,  with 
13  percent  population  growth  in  Montana  versus  11  percent  nationally. 

Employment  remained  constant  between  1920  and  1940,  and  increased  only  37 
percent  over  the  30  year  period  of  1940-1970,  or  about  1  percent  per  year. 
U.S.  employment  growth  between  1920  and  1970  was  much  stronger  than  for 
Montana  (Figure  1.2).  Not  surprisingly,  Montana  experienced  net  out-migration 
(more  people  left  the  state  than  came)  every  decade  between  1920  and  1970,  for 
a  total  net  out-migration  of  about  220,000  people.  Excluding  the  1920s,  total 
population  generally  did  not  decline  over  this  period,  however,  because  of  the 
natural  increase  in  population. 

The  years  1970-1980  represent  an  oddity  in  Montana's  recent  economic 
history.  The  decade  of  the  1970s  was  the  first  since  1910-1920  where  Montana 
experienced  somewhat  higher  employment  growth  than  the  nation  as  a  whole 
(34  percent  versus  28  percent).  And  the  decade  also  produced  the  first  net 
in-migration  (33,000)  since  World  War  I. 


The  Period  1980-1990 

Employment  and  population  growth  in  the  1980s  has  been  erratic,  and  a 
structural  shift  from  wage/salary  jobs  to  self-employment  has  occurred.  As 
illustrated  by  Figure  1.3,  the  growth  in  the  number  of  employed  persons  in 
Montana  between  1979  and  1987  was  less  than  the  national  average  because  of  a 
net  out-migration  of  about  29,000  people  between  1980  and  1987,  most  of  which 
occurred  after  1984.  Total  population  increased  between  1980  and  1985,  but 
has  decreased  since  1985  because  the  level  of  net  out-migration  has  been 
higher  than  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths.  Total  population  was  estimated 
at  about  805,000  for  1988  compared  with  787,000  in  1980.  (Figure  1.5  shows 
population  trends  for  1969-1986.) 

Structural  Change  1979-1987 

The  U.S.  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  shows  that  between  1979-87,  total  jobs 
in  Montana  increased  by  about  14,000.  There  was  a  net  loss  of  approximately 
11,000  wage/salary  jobs,  while  the  number  of  self-employed  increased 
by  roughly  25,000  (all  in  the  non-agricultural  sector),  representing  a 
substantial  employment  composition  shift.  Neighboring  states  of  Idaho  and 
Wyoming  also  experienced  this  same  shift,  as  did  North  Dakota  and  South  Dakota 
to  a  lesser  degree.  Montana's  rate  of  self-employment  growth,  however,  was 
higher  than  the  average  for  its  contiguous  states. 

There  also  was  a  shift  among  sectors  in  Montana  within  the  wage/salary  job 
category.  Average  earnings  (wages/salaries,  fringe  benefits,  net  income  of 
the  self-employed)  per  job  also  changed  over  the  period  1979-87,  with  1979 
yielding  about  $12,000,  and  increasing  to  approximately  $16,000  in  1987 — a 
gain  of  33  percent.  This  increase,  however,  was  less  than  the  national  rate 
of  inflation  over  the  1979-87  period  (52  percent).  Average  wages  and  salaries 
were  $11,500  in  1979,  and  grew  to  about  $16,100  in  1987  (40  percent),  but 
were  still  less  than  the  rate  of  inflation.  Average  net  income  of  the  nonfarm 
self-employed  decreased  from  about  $12,700  to  approximately  $11,500  over  the 
same  period,  partly  because  of  an  increase  in  part-time,  self-employed  jobs. 
Average  earnings  of  farm  operators  fluctuated  widely  because  farm/ranch  total 
net  income  varied  substantially. 

Major  self-employed  job  gains  occurred  in  assorted  consumer  services  (such 
as  recreation,  repair,  and  health  services) — 8,000  jobs;  various  business 
services  (management  consultants,  building  maintenance,  data  processing 
services,  and  equipment  rental) — 6,000  jobs;  real  estate  activities 
(operators/lessors,  brokers,  and  agents) — 4,000  jobs;  and  special  trade 
construction  contractors  (plumbing/heating,  electrical,  etc.) — 2,000  jobs. 

Wage/salary  job  losses  occurred  primarily  in  construction  (principally 
building  construction) — 7,000  jobs;  manufacturing — about  6,000  (wood 
products — 2,600,  primary  metals  processing — 2,100,  food  products — 1,400); 
railroads — 4,000;  wholesale  trade — 2,500;  federal  employment  (divided  equally 
between  civilian  and  military  jobs) — 1,600;  communications — 1,500;  oil  and 
gas  extraction — 1,400;  and  membership  organizations  (includes  tribal 
governments) — 1 ,300. 


On  the  other  hand,  wage/salary  employment  increased  in  other  segments  of 
the  Montana  economy.  The  largest  increase  occurred  in  the  private  services 
sector,  with  a  job  increase  of  about  9,000  over  the  1979-87  period.  Most  of 
the  increase  was  concentrated  in  health  services  (5,500  jobs),  and  in  various 
business  services  (3,000).  Wage/salary  jobs  in  eating/drinking  places  also 
increased  (2,000). 

Total  jobs  in  the  agricultural  sector  declined  by  about  2,000  jobs  (divided 
equally  between  wage/salary  jobs  and  self-employed)  over  the  same  period. 
Income  earned  by  agricultural  workers  (including  the  self-employed)  fluctuated 
considerably,  averaging  about  $250  million  over  the  9-year  period.  The 
lowest  income  years  were  1984  and  1985 — $70  million  and  $3  million 
respectively — while  1986  and  1987  (relatively  good  income  years)  posted  about 
$400  million  each  year. 

Volatility  of  Job  Levels  in  the  1980s 

Job  levels  fluctuated  during  the  1980s  for  a  number  of  reasons.  Montana 
suffered  from  the  seven-month  national  recession  in  1980  as  well  as  the 
five-month  recession  in  1981  and  the  recession  of  1982.  Slower  national 
economic  growth  in  1985  and  1986  also  had  some  effect. 

The  volatile  effect  on  jobs  at  the  industry  level  can  be  tracked  in  the 
oil/gas  extraction  industry,  which  is  impacted  by  fluctuating  world  oil 
prices.  During  the  1980s,  the  Montana  industry  experienced  wide  swings  in 
oil/gas  jobs  with  an  historical  peak  in  1981,  a  20  percent  decline  between 
1981  and  1982,  and  a  40  percent  decrease  from  1984  to  1986  when  total 
employment  in  most  other  states  was  growing.  Montana  and  other  states  with 
significant  oil/gas  extraction  sectors  declined  over  this  latter  time  period. 

In  Montana's  case,  two  additional  factors  contributed  to  the  1985  and  1986 
decline.  One  was  a  statewide  drought  in  1985,  with  some  areas  of  Montana 
suffering  dry  conditions  in  the  immediate  previous  years.  As  a  result, 
Montana's  farmers  and  ranchers  experienced  net  negative  income  from  1983-1985, 
reaching  an  overall  loss  level  of  about  $100  million  in  1985.  Second  was  job 
losses  associated  with  several  manufacturing  plant  closures  in  1985  and  1986, 
along  with  employment  declines  in  other  manufacturing  industries  because  new 
machinery  was  substituted  for  labor  to  compete  in  national  and  world  markets. 

Job  Recovery,  1987-1988 

Figure  1.4  illustrates  the  volatility  of  wage/salary  jobs  covered  by  the 
unemployment  insurance  program  in  the  1980s.  The  graph  also  shows  that 
wage/salary  jobs  started  to  increase  at  the  end  of  1986  and  continued  to  rise 
through  the  second  quarter  of  1988  (the  last  quarter  for  which  data  from  this 
series  is  available).  Currently  available  sample  data  for  the  rest  of  1988 
indicates  that  the  recovery  continued. 


Timing  of  Recovery  by  Major  Industry  Group 

Jobs  growth  in  the  private  services  sector  was  most  notable  in  leading  the 
overall  economic  recovery.  Employment  in  this  sector  essentially  increased 
throughout  the  1980s,  while  jobs  in  other  segments  of  the  Montana  economy 
fluctuated.  Retail  trade  also  led  the  recovery,  preceding  the  general 
increase  by  six  months,  and  federal  government  jobs  preceded  the  overall 
recovery  by  several  months. 

Several  broad  sectors  lagged  in  their  recovery  as  compared  with  the  Montana 
economy  as  a  whole.  Mining's  recovery  began  in  the  spring  of  1987,  partly 
because  oil/gas  exploration  jobs  decline  ended,  and  partly  because  metal 
mining  jobs  increased.  The  manufacturing  sector  began  its  recovery  about 
September  1987,  as  did  construction,  although  it  apparently  stalled  in  1988. 
Finally,  the  combined  transportation/utilities  industry  grew  starting  in 
January  1988,  because  the  transportation  component  increased. 

Several  segments  of  Montana's  economy  also  have  declined  over  the  same  time 
period.  Wholesale  trade  has  declined  since  the  summer  of  1981,  partly  because 
of  the  state  of  oil/gas  exploration.  Wholesale  trade  decline  in  1987-1988  was 
less  severe  than  in  previous  years.  State  government  jobs  have  declined  since 
the  end  of  1985,  with  only  a  small  increase  in  1988  related  to  the  hiring  of 
temporary  fire  fighters.  Local  government  jobs  have  declined  since  mid-1986. 


Job  Changes  in  Specific  Industries,  1986-1988 

Table  1.1  shows  the  changes  in  wage/salary  jobs  over  the  recovery  period  for 
specific  industries  in  the  non-agricultural  portion  of  the  Montana  economy. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  data  in  the  table  understate  the  recovery  for 
1987.  This  understatement  results  because  wage/salary  employment  declined 
over  1986  and  recovered  by  the  end  of  1987  to  a  level  only  somewhat  higher 
than  that  of  the  beginning  of  1986  (as  shown  in  Figure  1.6).  Thus,  the 
12-month  average  for  1986  and  1987  indicates  only  a  modest  increase  for  1987 
even  though  growth  was  sustained  once  it  started  at  the  end  of  1986.  To 
partially  deal  with  this  technical  data  problem,  the  following  discussion 
emphasizes  a  comparison  of  1986  with  1988. 

The  private  services  sector  experienced  the  largest  job  growth  between  1986 
and  1988,  with  an  increase  of  4,800  wage/salary  jobs,  continuing  the  growth 
pattern  of  earlier  in  the  1980s.  Growth  within  the  services  category  was 
primarily  in  the  health  and  related  social  services  category,  various  business 
services,  and  travel/recreation  services  including  lodging  places. 
Growth  also  occurred  in  other  travel-related  sectors.  Eating/drinking  places 
increased  by  about  700  jobs.  Air  transportation  (included  in  the  "other 
transportation"  category  of  Table  1.1)  also  showed  a  large  percentage  increase 
in  jobs  (roughly  15  percent  to  20  percent). 

The  metal  mining  industry  increased  by  about  1,000  jobs  between  1986  and  1988 
largely  because  a  number  of  new  gold  mines  and  one  platinum/palladium  mine  in 


Stillwater  County  opened.  The  largest  new  gold  mine  is  the  Montana  Tunnels 
project  located  in  Jefferson  County.  The  reopening  of  the  Butte  copper  mine 
in  mid-1986  also  contributed  to  the  growth  in  metal  mining  between  1986  and 
1988. 

The  broadly  defined  declining  sectors  in  1986-1988  were  construction, 
transportation  and  public  utilities,  state/local  government,  and  wholesale 
trade.  With  the  exception  of  state  and  local  government,  all  these  industries 
also  experienced  declines  earlier  in  the  1980s.  All  construction  categories 
shared  in  the  decline.  The  decreases  appear  to  have  stopped  in  1988,  however, 
as  shown  in  Table  1.1.  Railroad  transportation  and  the  communications 
industry  were  primarily  responsible  for  the  decrease  in  the  transportation 
and  utilities  sector.  Both  state  and  local  government  jobs  decreased  over 
the  1986-1988  period.  Most  of  the  decline  within  wholesale  trade  was  in  the 
durable  goods  segment,  which  includes  oil  field  machinery  and  farm  equipment. 

Outlook  for  Jobs  in  1989 

The  Bureau  of  Business  and  Economic  Research  (University  of  Montana),  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Minneapolis,  and  the  First  Interstate  Bank  forecast 
continued  growth  in  nonfarm  wage/salary  jobs.  Forecasts  range  from  no  growth 
to  a  one  percent  increase.  Estimates,  however,  may  be  conservative  because 
they  were  made  prior  to  a  recent  upward  revision  of  the  historical  jobs 
estimates. 

The  Bureau  of  Business  and  Economic  Research  projects  one  percent  total  jobs 
growth,  or  an  increase  of  about  3,000  jobs  for  1989.  More  than  half  the 
increase  is  expected  in  private  services,  and  other  increases  are  foreseen  in 
forest  products  and  metal  mining.  No  increase  is  forecasted  for  government. 

Outlook  for  Jobs  in  1990 

The  forecasted  increase  in  nonfarm  wage/salary  jobs  for  1990  ranges  from  no 
increase  to  an  0.8  percent  increase.  Most  of  the  increase  is  projected  for 
private  services,  and  a  small  decrease  is  forecasted  for  wood/paper  products.

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CHAPTER  2 


ECONOMIC  AND  DEMOGRAPHIC  CONDITIONS  THROUGHOUT  MONTANA 

Chapter  2  details  Montana's  economic  and  demographic  conditions  by  considering 
the  state  as  a  whole  and  as  an  amalgamation  of  12  different  economic  regions. 
The  regions,  shown  in  Figure  2.1,  are  composed  of  three  to  six  counties 
that  to  some  extent  share  common  economic,  geographic,  and  demographic 
characteristics.  An  extensive  analysis  of  employment,  population,  and  income 
is  provided  for  Montana  and  each  of  the  12  regions,  including  an  historical 
perspective  and  recent  trends. 

Throughout  the  chapter,  several  standards  are  maintained.  All  dollar 
figures  are  inflated  to  constant  1987  dollars  to  remove  any  inflation-caused 
distortions.  Also,  income  and  employment  data  from  the  U.S.  Bureau  of 
Economic  Analysis  are  taken  from  the  latest  available  county  series  (April 
1988),  while  statewide  numbers  used  in  Chapter  1  are  from  a  revised  series 
(August  1988).  Total  county  jobs  data  for  1987  were  unavailable  by  two  digit 
industry  code  when  this  chapter  was  written,  but  wage/salary  jobs  data  are 
used.  Finally,  whenever  rankings  are  listed  for  regions  (1-12)  or  counties 
(1-56),  the  rank  of  "first"  corresponds  to  "best."  Thus,  the  region  with  the 
highest  total  personal  income  ranks  first,  as  does  the  region  with  the  lowest 
unemployment  rate. 


STATEWIDE  OVERVIEW 

The  following  overview  of  the  Montana  economy  discusses  changes  in  demographic 
and  economic  indicators,  possible  reasons  for  the  changes,  and  the  influence 
of  the  changes  on  the  economy.  The  12  regions  are  compared  and  contrasted; 
regional  detail  is  presented  later.  As  with  the  sections  devoted  to  each 
individual  region,  this  section  is  divided  into  three  major  parts:  labor 
force,  population,  and  income. 

LABOR  FORCE 

Jobs  and  Job  Growth 

In  1986,  Montanans  held  about  400,000  jobs,  representing  the  peak  of  general 
job  growth  since  1969  (Table  2.1  and  Figure  1.4).  However,  several  exceptions 
to  the  job  growth  trend  exist.  First,  the  national  recession  of  1975  resulted 
in  a  decline  in  jobs  in  many  regions  throughout  the  state,  causing  the  total 
number  of  jobs  in  Montana  to  remain  approximately  constant  for  that  year. 
Second,  a  strong  recession  occurred  in  most  regions  in  1980,  producing 
a  general  decline  in  both  total  jobs  and  wage/salary  jobs  through  1982. 
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Finally,  although  the  total  number  of  jobs  in  Montana  has  increased  since 
1983,  wage/salary  jobs  declined  in  1985  and  1986  (Table  2.2)  before  increasing 
once  again  in  1987  (Table  2.3).  The  general  exception  to  this  phenomenon  was 
the  energy-rich  eastern  third  of  Montana.  Jobs  for  this  area  peaked  around 
1981  (primarily  because  of  the  peak  in  the  world  price  of  crude  oil)  and  have 
declined  since  that  time. 

No  region  dominates  the  Montana  economy,  although  the  Billings  Region  and 
the  Great  Falls  Region,  (the  state's  two  largest  employing  regions)  together 
account  for  more  than  30  percent  of  the  state's  total  jobs.  Diversity  in  both 
jobs  distribution  and  growth  is  a  basic  characteristic  of  Montana,  as  shown  in 
Figures  2.3  and  2.4.  The  Great  Falls  Region  was  the  state's  largest  employer 
in  1969,  but  from  1969  to  1986  its  share  of  jobs  has  declined.  During  the 
same  time,  the  Billings  Region  grew  to  hold  the  leading  position  for  total 
jobs. 

Table  2.4  displays  the  growth  rates  of  total  jobs  for  Montana  and  its  regions. 
The  annual  average  growth  rate  for  Montana  between  1969  and  1986  was  2.4 
percent,  equalling  the  average  growth  rate  for  the  nation.  Growth  since 
1979,  however,  was  much  slower  in  the  state  than  in  the  nation;  Montana's  jobs 
grew  at  an  average  rate  of  0.5  percent  per  year  for  a  total  increase  of  3.4 
percent,  while  jobs  in  the  nation  increased  by  1.9  percent  per  year  for  a 
total  increase  of  13  percent. 

Comparing  Table  2.4  with  Figures  2.3  and  2.4  verifies  that  regions  growing 
faster  than  the  statewide  average  increased  their  total  job  share  in  the 
state.  These  regions  (in  descending  order  of  annual  growth  rates)  were 
Bozeman,  Helena,  Missoula,  Billings,  and  Kalispell.  Regions  that  experienced 
a  declining  share  of  total  jobs  between  1969  and  1986  were  Miles  City,  Havre, 
Great  Falls,  Glendive-Sidney,  Lewistown,  Glasgow-Wolf  Point,  and  Butte. 
Table  2.1  shows  the  number  of  jobs  in  Montana's  regions  between  1979  and  1986. 
The  jobs  decline  in  the  Lewistown,  Glasgow-Wolf  Point,  Great  Falls,  Butte, 
Glendive-Sidney,  and  Havre  regions  is  particularly  noticeable  (Figure  2.4). 
Jobs  in  the  other  regions  increased,  and  the  rate  of  increase  was  below  the 
statewide  average  only  in  the  Miles  City  Region.  Exact  percentages  may  be 
found  in  Table  2.4. 

Table  2.3  shows  growth  in  wage/salary  jobs  at  the  state,  region,  and  county 
level  between  1986  and  1987.  The  small  increase  of  623  jobs,  however, 
understates  the  recovery  in  1987  because  the  numbers  are  yearly  averages 
(specifically,  declines  during  1986  tend  to  "average  out"  1987  growth). 
Between  the  fourth  quarter  of  1986  and  the  fourth  quarter  of  1987,  wage/salary 
jobs  actually  increased  by  nearly  3,600  jobs  or  1.4  percent. 

The  regional  recovery  distribution,  at  least  in  its  initial  stages,  is  uneven. 
Table  2.3  reveals  that  only  four  of  the  12  regions  experienced  a  significant 
increase  in  wage/salary  jobs:  Kalispell,  Helena,  Missoula,  and  Butte. 
Declines  continued  in  all  of  the  other  regions  except  the  Great  Falls  Region, 
which  increased  by  0.2  percent,  the  same  as  the  state's  rate. 
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Self-Employment 

One  of  the  most  outstanding  features  of  Montana's  labor  force  is  the 
vigorous  self -employment  growth  that  has  occurred,  especially  since  1979. 
Historically,  self-employment  in  the  state  has  accounted  for  a  larger  share 
of  total  jobs  than  the  national  average,  mainly  because  of  the  importance  of 
agriculture  to  the  state  economy.  For  instance,  in  1969,  self-employment  in 
Montana  represented  21  percent  of  all  jobs,  compared  to  12  percent  nationally. 
Strong  self-employment  growth  boosted  these  statistics  to  26  percent  and  15 
percent  in  1986  for  the  state  and  the  nation  respectively.  But  as  Table  2.5 
shows,  nearly  all  of  the  state's  increase  has  occurred  since  1979  with  the 
decline  of  the  percentage  of  total  jobs  held  by  wage/salary  employees.  In 
addition,  self-employment  in  agriculture  has  declined  since  1969.  Therefore, 
the  growth  was  in  nonfarm  self-employment. 

In  1986,  more  than  107,000  jobs  were  held  by  the  self-employed,  accounting 
for  26  percent  of  all  jobs  in  the  state.  Figure  2.5  shows  that  most  of  the 
self-employed  held  jobs  in  services  and  agriculture,  which  together  accounted 
for  56  percent  of  the  state's  self-employment.  Finance/insurance/real  estate, 
along  with  retail  trade,  accounted  for  another  25  percent,  while  10  percent  of 
the  self-employment  was  in  construction.  Transportation  and  public  utilities 
made  up  4  percent,  and  manufacturing,  mining,  and  wholesale  trade  together 
constituted  the  remaining  4  percent. 

The  importance  of  the  self-employed  to  the  Montana  economy  is  evident  in 
Figure  2.2  and  Table  2.5.  As  Figure  2.2  indicates,  between  1984  and  1986, 
wage/salary  jobs  decreased.  During  this  same  period,  however,  total  jobs 
increased  slightly  because  of  the  steady  growth  of  self-employment.  Table 
2.5  recounts  this  growth  between  1979  and  1986.  Several  of  Montana's  regions 
posted  enormous  increases  in  self-employment,  led  by  an  increase  of  nearly  55 
percent  in  the  Helena  Region. 

Although  the  reasons  for  dramatic  growth  in  self-employment  are  not  entirely 
clear,  several  factors  are  apparent.  First,  the  growth  represents,  in  part, 
a  change  in  work  force  preference.  In  recent  years,  the  entrepreneurial 
challenge  appears  to  have  piqued  the  minds  of  more  individuals.  Second,  with 
wage/salary  jobs  declining,  those  who  wish  to  continue  to  live  in  Montana 
often  must  find  an  alternative  source  of  employment.  Finally,  the  data  may 
overstate  the  growth  in  self-employed  jobs  to  some  extent. 

Growth  by  Economic  Sector 

Figure  2.6  portrays  the  sectoral  breakdown  of  Montana's  jobs  for  1986  and 
1969.  As  is  evident  from  the  first  pie  chart,  services,  government,  and 
retail  trade  were  the  major  employers  in  1986,  accounting  for  more  than 
60  percent  of  all  jobs  in  the  state.  In  addition,  agriculture,  finance, 
insurance,  and  real  estate,  transportation/public  utilities,  manufacturing, 
and  construction  each  contributed  significant  shares,  while  wholesale  trade 
and  mining  each  accounted  for  less  than  5  percent  of  the  state's  total  jobs. 

Sectoral  jobs  distribution  generally  reflects  the  national  jobs  distribution. 
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A  few  key  differences,  however,  are  present.  First,  manufacturing  is  much 
more  important  in  the  national  economy,  representing  15.4  percent  of  all  jobs, 
versus  only  5.8  percent  in  Montana.  Government  and  agriculture  appear  to 
make  up  for  this  difference,  accounting  for  18.2  percent  and  9.3  percent 
of  Montana's  jobs,  respectively,  as  compared  with  only  15.5  percent  and 
3.6  percent  of  the  nation's  jobs.  A  higher  share  of  employment  applied  to 
government  jobs,  however,  is  typical  for  rural,  sparsely  populated  states 
across  the  nation. 

Comparing  the  two  pie  charts  provides  insight  into  another  important  change 
in  Montana's  economy:  the  decline  of  traditional  goods-producing  sectors  and 
the  growth  of  service-oriented  sectors.  With  the  exception  of  construction, 
all  goods-producing  sectors  experienced  a  decline  in  the  share  of  total  jobs 
between  1969  and  1986,  with  the  largest  decline  occurring  in  agriculture. 
In  contrast,  shares  of  the  service-oriented  sectors  increased  (except  for 
government,  transportation/public  utilities),  with  the  private  service  sector 
rising  from  17.6  percent  to  25  percent  of  total  jobs.  These  general  changes 
reflect  a  nationwide  shift  toward  the  service  industries. 

The  remainder  of  this  section  details  the  changes  in  each  major  economic 
sector  since  1969. 

Agriculture  (including  forestry),  historically  a  key  industry  in  Montana, 
accounted  for  9.3  percent  of  total  jobs  in  1986,  down  from  13.8  percent 
in  1969.  Production  agriculture,  the  overwhelmingly  dominant  industry  in 
this  sector,  experienced  a  large  decrease  in  jobs  between  1969  and  1986, 
contributing  to  the  decline  of  the  entire  sector.  Actual  crop  and  livestock 
production  grew,  however,  because  of  increased  productivity  through  the  use  of 
better  technology,  for  example.  Jobs  in  agricultural  services  (such  as  farm 
management  and  contract  labor,  crop  dusting  and  spraying,  packing  and  shipping 
of  fruits  and  vegetables)  experienced  job  growth,  as  did  forestry.  Logging 
and  other  processing  operations  are  discussed  with  manufacturing. 

Mining  represented  1.8  percent  of  total  jobs  in  1986  at  the  state  level, 
(down  from  2.4  percent  in  1969)  compared  with  a  figure  of  0.9  percent  at  the 
national  level.  The  1970s  saw  strong  growth  in  the  mining  industry,  with 
wage/salary  jobs  increasing  by  22  percent,  mainly  because  of  extensive  growth 
in  coal  mining  and  oil/gas  extraction.  Large  reductions  in  metal  mining 
employment,  however,  (mainly  in  the  Butte  Region)  took  place,  and  partially 
offset  the  growth  of  the  other  two  industries.  As  a  sector,  mining  continued 
to  grow  into  the  1980s,  peaking  in  1981.  Between  1981  and  1986,  much  of  this 
growth  reversed,  with  both  oil/gas  extraction  and  metal  mining  suffering  large 
job  losses  while  employment  in  the  coal  mining  industry  remained  steady  until 
1987. 

The  non-metallic  minerals  sector  (excluding  fuels)  grew  during  this  period, 
primarily  because  of  increased  talc  production.   In  terms  of  net  growth 
between  1969  and  1986,  wage/salary  jobs  in  coal  mining  grew  by  1,200,  mining 
of  non-energy  non-metals  by  300,  oil/gas  extraction  remained  relatively 
unchanged,  and  metal  mining  lost  2,200  wage/salary  jobs  (66  percent). 
Consequently,  the  industry  as  a  whole  declined  by  9  percent,  or  more  than  500 
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wage/salary  jobs.  Because  of  offsetting  growth  in  self-employment,  however, 
total  jobs  actually  increased  slightly  between  1969  and  1986.   In  1987, 
wage/salary  jobs  continued  to  decline  in  this  sector,  despite  the  strong 
recovery  of  metal  mining.  Coal  mining,  oil/gas  extraction,  and  other 
non-metallic  mineral  mining  all  posted  large  declines  (Table  2.6). 

Construction  accounted  for  5.3  percent  of  the  state's  total  jobs  in  1986, 
equal  to  the  nationwide  average  share  and  up  slightly  from  a  1969  level  of 
5  percent.  Between  1969  and  1978  total  jobs  in  this  sector  increased  by 
73  percent,  peaking  in  1978.  This  increase  resulted  from  growth  in  general 
building  construction  and  special  trade  construction  (such  as  electrical  work, 
carpentry,  and  concrete  work).  At  the  same  time,  heavy  construction  declined 
substantially  in  wage/salary  employment.  Total  jobs  grew  slightly,  however, 
because  of  increases  in  self -employment.  Between  1978  and  1986,  wage/salary 
jobs  declined  in  all  construction  sectors,  and  the  only  industry  to  post  even 
a  slight  increase  in  total  jobs  was  special  trade  construction.  Over  the 
entire  period,  and  despite  a  31  percent  decline  in  total  jobs  in  heavy 
construction,  the  construction  industry  grew  by  over  7,000  jobs,  or  48 
percent.  Much  of  this  growth  was  created  by  increases  in  self-employment.  In 
1987,  wage/salary  employment  declined  15  percent  (Table  2.6).  It  is  important 
to  note,  however,  that  in  1986,  self-employment  accounted  for  approximately 
one-half  of  the  total  number  of  jobs  in  this  sector.  Thus,  part  of  this 
wage/salary  job  loss  could  reflect  a  shift  from  wage/salary  construction  jobs 
to  self-employment. 

Manufacturing  accounted  for  5.8  percent  of  total  jobs  in  Montana  in  1986, 
compared  with  15.4  percent  for  the  nation  and  down  from  8.8  percent  in  1969 
(for  a  decline  of  more  than  one-third).  A  similar  decline  in  manufacturing's 
share  of  total  jobs  was  experienced  nationally.  Historically,  this 
sector  was  dominated  by  three  major  industries  in  Montana:  lumber/wood 
products,  food/kindred  products,  and  primary  metals  processing.  Recently, 
printing/publishing  and  stone/concrete  products  also  accounted  for  significant 
employment  in  this  sector. 

Although  the  1970s  witnessed  strong  growth  in  lumber/wood  products,  growth 
for  manufacturing  as  a  whole  was  less  impressive,  mainly  because  of  declines 
in  primary  metal  processing.  Employment  declines  also  were  widespread  in 
the  1980s,  with  the  exception  of  slight  growth  in  the  apparel,  paper,  and 
furniture  industries. 

In  terms  of  net  growth  from  1969  to  1986,  lumber/wood  products  lost  nearly 
700  wage/salary  jobs  (8  percent),  food/kindred  products  lost  over  1,500 
wage/salary  jobs  (36  percent),  and  primary  metals  processing  lost  nearly 
3,400  jobs  (74  percent).  Overall,  wage/salary  jobs  in  manufacturing  fell  by 
almost  3,000  jobs,  for  a  loss  of  12  percent.  An  increase  of  more  than  1,000 
self-employment  jobs  only  partially  compensated  for  this  loss.  A  similar 
but  smaller  decline  was  experienced  at  the  national  level,  but  because  of 
increases  in  employee  productivity,  production  actually  increased  in  many 
manufacturing  industries  throughout  the  state  and  the  nation,  particularly  the 
lumber/wood  products  industry  in  Montana.  Table  2.6  presents  the  performance 
of  manufacturing  in  1987,  when  wage/salary  jobs  again  declined.  However, 
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wage/salary  employment  in  lumber/wood  products  actually  grew  during  1987,  and 
declines  in  the  other  major  industries  were  fairly  small,  with  the  exception 
of  stone  and  concrete  products. 

Transportation/public  utilities  accounted  for  6.2  percent  of  the  total  number 
of  jobs  in  Montana  in  1986,  versus  4.7  percent  of  jobs  nationwide  and  down 
from  6.5  percent  in  1969.  All  major  industries  experienced  significant  growth 
throughout  the  1970s.  During  the  1980s,  however,  much  of  this  growth  was 
reversed.  Between  1969  and  1986,  railroad  transportation  declined  by  2,400 
wage/salary  jobs  (38  percent).  But  at  the  same  time,  trucking/warehousing, 
electric/gas/sanitation,  and  communications  all  experienced  large  increases. 
As  a  whole,  the  sector  grew  by  over  3,500  wage/salary  jobs  (21  percent) 
between  1969  and  1986,  although  the  sector  lost  about  2,700  jobs  during  the 
1980s.  An  increase  of  1,700  self-employed  jobs  did  not  fully  compensate 
for  this  decrease.  Another  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs  in  the  sector,  with 
communications  and  trucking/warehousing  posting  the  largest  losses,  occurred 
in  1987  (Table  2.6). 

Wholesale  trade  accounted  for  4  percent  of  total  jobs  in  1986,  less  than  the 
national  average  of  4.9  percent,  but  up  from  3.6  percent  in  1969.  Performance 
during  the  1970s  and  early  1980s  was  exceptionally  strong,  with  the  sector 
gaining  nearly  9,000  jobs  (83  percent)  between  1969  and  1981.  After  a  peak  in 
1981,  total  jobs  in  wholesale  trade  declined  by  about  3,000  jobs  by  1986.  In 
1987,  declines  continued,  as  shown  in  Table  2.6.  Recent  performance  of  this 
sector  is  related  to  declines  in  oil/gas  extraction  since  1981,  partly  because 
of  financial  stress  in  the  agricultural  sector,  and  partly  because  of  slow 
population  growth  in  the  1980s. 

Retail  trade  accounted  for  17.6  percent  of  the  total  number  of  jobs  in  the 
state  in  1986,  slightly  above  the  nationwide  figure  of  16.4  percent  and  up 
from  16.9  percent  in  1969.  Between  1969  and  1979,  all  portions  of  the  retail 
trade  sector  experienced  strong  growth,  especially  eating/drinking  places. 
Much  of  this  growth  continued  through  1984.  By  the  1984-1986  period,  however, 
many  industries  were  experiencing  a  slight  decline,  including  eating/drinking 
places  and  building  materials/hardware.  The  retail  trade  sector  also  declined 
by  about  1,600  jobs,  or  2  percent.  As  a  whole,  however,  the  1969-1986  period 
was  one  of  strong  growth,  with  total  jobs  increasing  by  nearly  23,000  (over 
12,000  of  this  increase  was  in  eating/drinking  places),  for  a  change  of  47 
percent.  Growth  returned  once  again  in  1987,  as  shown  in  Table  2.6,  and  the 
sector  increased  by  about  500  wage/salary  jobs.  General  merchandise  stores 
contributed  most  of  the  increase,  along  with  eating/drinking  places.  Declines 
came  in  building  materials/hardware  and  apparel/accessory  stores. 

Finance/insurance/real  estate  (F.I.R.E.)  accounted  for  6.8  percent  of  total 
jobs  in  Montana  in  1986,  compared  to  7.6  percent  nationwide  and  up  from 
4.4  percent  in  1969.  Between  1969  and  1986,  this  sector  experienced  strong 
growth,  and  total  jobs  increased  every  year,  growing  from  13,000  in  1969 
to  28,000  in  1986,  an  increase  of  116  percent.  During  the  same  period, 
wage/salary  jobs  grew  from  8,100  to  13,800  for  a  change  of  71.3  percent. 
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Not  surprisingly,  by  1986,  more  than  half  of  the  jobs  in  this  sector  were 
classified  as  self-employment,  nearly  all  of  which  were  in  the  real  estate 
industry.  Thus,  considering  only  the  wage/salary  jobs  shown  in  Table  2.6  most 
certainly  understates  the  percentage  growth  of  this  sector  between  1986  and 
1987  as  well  as  the  distribution  of  jobs  within  the  sector's  industries. 
Nevertheless,  since  wage/salary  jobs  actually  increased  in  1987  and 
self-employment  has  been  growing  strongly  in  this  sector  in  recent  years,  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  1987  was  a  year  of  growth  for  total  jobs  in  this  sector. 

Two  major  exceptions  to  the  1980s  general  job  growth  pattern  exist.  The 
banking/credit  institutions  industry  peaked  in  1981,  and  the  insurance 
carriers  industry  declined  between  1981  and  1985,  but  increased  in  1987. 

Services  accounted  for  25  percent  of  total  jobs  in  Montana  in  1986,  slightly 
less  than  the  nationwide  level  of  25.6  percent,  but  up  markedly  from  a  1969 
level  of  17.6  percent.  Between  1969  and  1986,  total  jobs  in  this  sector 
increased  from  about  51,000  to  102,000,  or  about  100  percent.  Much  of  this 
increase  was  in  self -employment,  which  accounted  for  one-third  of  the  total 
jobs  in  this  sector  in  1986.  Growth  in  wage/salary  jobs  during  this  period 
also  was  strong,  particularly  in  private  health  services,  the  sector's  largest 
employing  industry.  Other  industries  experiencing  strong  growth  included 
private  social  services,  business  services,  and  hotels/lodging  places.  In 
the  1980s,  growth  has  been  strongest  in  business  services,  although  the  other 
industries  generally  have  continued  to  grow.  A  significant  exception  to  this 
growth  is  membership  organizations,  and  most  of  the  decline  in  this  category 
has  been  in  tribal  organizations.  Table  2.6  displays  the  strong  growth 
that  again  characterized  the  service  sector  in  1987,  when  wage/salary  jobs 
increased  by  5  percent. 

Government  (federal,  state,  and  local)  accounted  for  18.2  percent  of  total 
jobs  in  Montana  in  1986,  more  than  the  national  average  of  15.5  percent,  but 
down  from  21  percent  in  1969.  A  relatively  high  share  of  government  jobs  is 
typical  of  rural,  sparsely  populated  states.  Growth  in  government  (especially 
at  the  state  and  local  levels)  during  the  1970s  was  strong,  and  total 
government  jobs  peaked  in  1978  despite  declines  in  the  military  component 
after  1974.  Between  1979  and  1986,  declines  in  civilian  and  military  federal 
government  along  with  state  government  caused  the  total  number  of  government 
jobs  to  decline.  Jobs  in  local  government  grew  slowly  over  this  period.  In 
1987,  losses  in  state  and  local  government  more  than  offset  moderate  growth 
in  the  federal  component.  As  a  result,  jobs  in  this  overall  sector  declined 
slightly  in  1987,  as  detailed  in  Table  2.6. 

Unemployment  Rate 

The  unemployment  rate  for  Montana  generally  has  increased  since  1969,  as 
shown  in  Table  2.7  and  Figure  2.7,  following  a  nationwide  trend.  National 
recessions  in  1974-1975  and  1980-1982  (Figure  2.7)  intensified  the  increase. 
An  unemployment  rate  of  7.4  percent  in  1987  matches  the  post  1980-1982 
recession  low  that  occurred  in  1984. 
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A  qualitative  relationship  between  the  unemployment  rate  and  the  number  of 
total  jobs  in  the  state  held  between  1970  and  1986.  Comparing  Figure  1.4  and 
Figure  2.7  shows  that  in  years  of  national  or  statewide  recession,  growth  in 
total  jobs  slowed  or  was  negative  while  the  unemployment  rate  increased,  as  in 
1975.  The  strong  recession  of  1980-1982  produced  stagnating  or  declining  job 
growth  and  very  high  unemployment  rates.  Between  1982  and  1984,  job  growth 
returned,  and  the  large  jumps  in  the  unemployment  rate  slowed  in  1983  and  then 
reversed  in  1984.   In  1985  and  1986,  when  the  state  experienced  a  recession, 
wage/salary  jobs  declined  while  growth  in  total  jobs  slowed,  and  the 
unemployment  rate  once  again  climbed  upward.  In  contrast,  the  decline  in  the 
unemployment  rate  that  occurred  in  1987  was  associated  with  an  increase  in 
wage/salary  jobs,  providing  further  support  for  this  relationship. 

Unemployment  rates  throughout  the  state  varied  greatly  in  1987,  from  the  low 
unemployment  rate  of  6.3  percent  in  the  Helena  and  Bozeman  regions  to  the  high 
unemployment  rate  of  8.8  percent  in  the  Kalispell  Region  (the  result  of  the 
seasonal  lumber/wood  products  industry).  County  level  unemployment  varied 
greatly,  with  a  state  low  in  McCone  County  of  2.8  percent,  and  a  state  high  in 
Big  Horn  County  of  13.6  percent.  An  overview  of  Montana's  1987  unemployment 
rates  appears  in  Figure  2.8. 

POPULATION 

Population  peaked  in  Montana  in  1985  at  825,000  persons  before  declining 
to  809,000  in  1987  (Figure  2.10).  Table  2.8  presents  an  historical  look  at 
Montana's  population  from  1890  to  1987.  Between  1890  and  1920,  population 
growth  was  exceptional,  with  several  regions  (Butte,  Lewistown,  and  Miles 
City)  reaching  their  peak.  The  period  between  1920  and  1950  produced  modest 
growth  throughout  the  state,  although  growth  varied  substantially  by  region. 
Population  declined  in  the  Butte,  Glasgow-Wolf  Point,  Glendive-Sidney,  Havre, 
Lewistown,  and  Miles  City  regions.  Growth  was  low  to  moderate  in  the  rest  of 
the  state,  with  the  exception  of  strong  growth  in  the  Kalispell  Region. 

The  decades  of  the  1950s  and  the  1970s  registered  above  average  population 
growth,  although  the  1960s  showed  slow  growth.  Most  of  the  fastest  growing 
regions  (Bozeman,  Helena,  Billings,  and  Missoula)  showed  strong  growth  around 
1950,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kalispell  Region.  At  the  same  time,  the 
primarily  agricultural  regions  of  Glasgow-Wolf  Point,  Glendive-Sidney,  Havre, 
Lewistown,  and  Miles  City  experienced  weak  growth  or  even  population  decline 
after  1950.  Population  in  the  Butte  Region  continued  to  decline  after  peaking 
in  1920,  while  population  in  the  Great  Falls  Region  reached  a  plateau  around 
1960  with  little  growth  since. 

Montana's  population  grew  by  17  percent  from  1969  to  1986  (Figure  2.10).  Most 
of  this  growth,  however,  occurred  in  the  1970s;  population  grew  by  only  3 
percent  between  1979  and  1987.  Regions  growing  faster  than  the  state  average 
for  this  later  period  were  Helena,  Kalispell,  Bozeman,  Missoula,  Billings,  and 
Miles  City.  Population  in  the  remaining  regions  declined,  with  the  largest 
decline  occurring  in  the  Butte  Region. 

A  comparison  of  Figure  2.9  and  Figure  2.10  provides  insight  into  the 
relationship  between  population  and  total  wage/salary  jobs.  Population 
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decline  in  1986  and  1987  was  due  partly  to  the  stagnation  or  decline  of 
wage/salary  jobs  between  1979  and  1986  and  slow  growth  of  total  jobs.  It 
is  possible  that  the  decline  in  population  in  1986  and  1987  was  a  delayed 
response  to  job  stagnation  and  decline  in  previous  years,  or  perhaps 
population  growth  for  the  1980-1985  period  was  overestimated  and  the  1986  and 
1987  estimates  compensated  for  that  phenomenon. 


INCOME 


Total  Personal  Income 


In  1987,  personal  income  totalled  about  $10  billion.  This  comprehensive 
measure  includes  income  from  wages  and  salaries,  employee  benefits,  income 
from  self-employment,  property  income  (interest,  dividends,  and  rent),  and 
transfer  payments  (such  as  social  security,  medical  payments,  and  unemployment 
insurance).  Table  2.9  reports  total  personal  income  at  the  state,  regional, 
and  county  levels  for  1959,  1969,  and  1979-1987.  All  income  and  earnings  data 
are  presented  in  constant  1987  dollars. 

Total  personal  income  increased  by  55  percent  between  1969  and  1987,  for 
an  average  annual  growth  rate  of  about  3.1  percent,  slightly  less  than  the 
national  increase  of  67  percent  and  the  corresponding  annual  growth  rate  of 
3.7  percent.  Between  1979  and  1987,  however,  total  Montana  personal  income 
grew  more  slowly,  increasing  by  only  2  percent,  or  less  than  0.3  percent  per 
year  compared  to  a  national  growth  of  20  percent,  or  an  average  of  2.5  percent 
per  year. 

Table  2.10  illustrates  total  personal  income  growth  in  Montana's  regions 
and  counties.  Income  growth  was  moderate  in  the  1960s,  strong  in  the  1970s, 
and  weak  between  1979  and  1986.  Regions  with  growth  greater  than  the  state 
average  between  1979  and  1986  included  Bozeman,  Glasgow-Wolf  Point,  Helena, 
Billings,  Havre,  and  Kalispell,  while  the  remaining  regions  grew  more  slowly. 
In  several  regions,  total  income  actually  decreased  (Great  Falls,  Miles  City, 
Lewistown,  and  Butte).  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  because  only  two 
years  are  presented  in  the  table,  some  of  the  reported  growth  rates  may 
be  misleading.  This  condition  is  especially  evident  in  regions  where 
agriculture,  a  volatile  sector,  is  a  dominant  industry,  and  exists  to  some 
extent  at  the  state  level,  as  shown  in  Figure  2.11.  The  instability  of  total 
personal  income  between  1979  and  1987  is  partly  because  of  instability  in  farm 
earnings,  particularly  in  1986. 

Components  of  Personal  Income 

Figure  2.12  presents  the  numerous  total  personal  income  components  and  show 
how  they  have  changed  over  time.  The  percentages  include  a  1969-1971  average 
and  a  1984-1987  average  so  that  volatility  in  agriculture  is  not  a  problem. 

Nonfarm  earnings,  the  largest  component  of  personal  income,  accounted  for 
61  percent  of  income  during  the  1984-1987  period,  down  from  65  percent  in 
1969-1971.  A  comparison  of  Figure  2.11  and  Figure  2.10  shows  that  nonfarm 
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earnings  closely  followed  the  path  of  wage/salary  jobs  between  1979  and  1986. 
The  national  recession  in  1980-1982  produced  a  steady  decline  in  nonfarm 
earnings  until  the  recovery  in  1983  and  1984.  This  recovery  offset  the 
decline  in  farm  earnings,  and  total  personal  income  increased  as  well. 
Nonfarm  earnings  declined  in  1985  as  a  new  recession  occurred  in  Montana,  and 
this  decline  continued  in  1986  and  1987.  Table  2.11  details  nonfarm  earnings 
for  Montana's  regions  and  counties.  Not  surprisingly,  regions  with  high  total 
personal  income  also  had  high  nonfarm  earnings. 

Property  Income  and  Transfer  Payments.  In  recent  years,  the  shares  of 
property  income  (composed  of  interest  payments,  dividends  on  stocks,  and 
rent)  and  transfer  payments  in  total  income  have  increased  substantially.  For 
the  1984-1987  period,  property  income  accounted  for  19  percent  and  transfer 
payments  accounted  for  17  percent  of  total  personal  income.  These  shares  were 
up  from  13  percent  and  11  percent,  respectively,  in  the  1969-1971  period. 

As  shown  in  Table  2.12  and  Figure  2.11,  property  income  increased 
substantially  between  1979  and  1984,  partly  reflecting  the  high  interest  rates 
that  accompanied  the  tight  monetary  policy  of  the  U.S.  Federal  Reserve  Board 
in  the  early  1980s.  This  growth  contributed  to  total  personal  income  growth, 
particularly  in  1981.  After  1984,  property  income  leveled  off  and  even 
declined  slightly  in  1987  (after  adjusting  for  inflation). 

Transfer  payments  experienced  steady  upward  growth  between  1979  and  1987, 
(Table  2.13  and  Figure  2.11),  contributing  to  an  increase  in  total  personal 
income  over  the  entire  period.  Because  transfer  payments  are  generally  a 
function  of  population,  however,  it  is  helpful  to  consider  the  performance 
of  transfer  payments  relative  to  population.  Between  1979  and  1987,  transfer 
payments  increased  by  35  percent  while  population  grew  by  only  3  percent. 
Thus,  per  capita  transfer  payments  increased  over  this  period. 

Farm  earnings  accounted  for  an  average  of  2.3  percent-of  total  personal  income 
during  the  1984-1987  period,  down  substantially  from  10.7  percent  during 
1969-1971.  This  decline — seen  both  in  the  Montana  economy  and  at  the  national 
level — represents  a  major  trend  away  from  agriculture  and  toward  the  service 
sectors.  The  distribution  of  farm  earnings  throughout  the  state  differs 
significantly  from  that  of  other  components  of  personal  income,  as  shown 
in  Table  2.14.   In  1986,  the  top  farm  earnings  regions  were  Great  Falls, 
Billings,  Glendive-Sidney,  Havre,  Glasgow-Wolf  Point,  and  Miles  City. 

The  performance  of  farm  earnings  between  1979  and  1987  was  volatile  (Figure 
2.110.  Earnings  increased  slightly  between  1979  and  1981,  and  peaked  in 
1981.  Between  1981  and  1985,  farm  earnings  plummeted  almost  to  zero,  becoming 
negative  in  several  of  Montana's  regions.  Numerous  factors  were  responsible 
for  this  period  of  hardship  that  existed  for  farmers  in  Montana  and  throughout 
the  country.  Early  in  the  period,  high  interest  rates  hindered  borrowing  and 
made  repayment  of  old  debts  difficult,  overproduction  reduced  the  price  of 
agricultural  goods,  and  inflation  diminished  domestic  purchasing  power  while 
a  strong  dollar  raised  the  price  of  U.S.  products  in  foreign  countries. 
Nationwide,  farm  earnings  began  to  recover  in  1984,  but  especially  severe 
drought  conditions  in  1985  delayed  Montana's  recovery.  Recovery  began  in 
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1986  and  farm  earnings  increased  dramatically,  translating  into  an  increase 

in  total  personal  income  during  the  year  despite  declines  in  nonfarm  earnings. 
In  1987,  farm  earnings  were  estimated  between  $400  and  $500  million,  which 
is  about  the  same  (after  adjusting  for  inflation)  as  existed  in  1981,  the 
previous  peak  in  farm  earnings. 

Per  Capita  Income  and  Earnings  Per  Job.  With  a  per  capita  income  of  $12,350 
in  1987,  Montana  ranked  40th  in  the  nation.  This  figure  was  substantially 
less  than  the  national  average  of  $15,500.  But,  as  Table  2.15  indicates,  the 

1987  per  capita  income  figure  was  generally  higher  in  recent  years,  partly 
reflecting  the  farm  earnings  recovery  in  1986  and  1987  and  its  influence  on 
per  capita  income.  When  comparing  average  per  capita  income  from  1982  to 
1986,  the  regions  ranked  the  following  way  (from  highest  per  capita  income 
to  lowest):  Billings,  Helena,  and  Great  Falls,  all  with  per  capita  incomes 
greater  than  the  Montana  average;  and  Miles  City,  Butte,  Glendive-Sidney, 
Bozeman,  Missoula,  Havre,  Lewistown,  Kalispell,  and  Glasgow-Wolf  Point,  all 
with  per  capita  incomes  less  than  the  Montana  average.  Because  of  agriculture 
fluctuations  in  several  of  these  regions,  however,  some  of  these  ranks  may  be 
misleading.  Table  2.16  provides  more  detail,  presenting  per  capita  income  as 
a  percent  of  the  Montana  average. 

Studying  earnings-per-job  provides  a  particularly  useful  comparison  between 
the  farm  sector  and  the  nonfarm  sector  (Table  2.17  and  Figure  2.13).  Farm 
earnings  per  job  were  very  high  in  1969,  even  though  1969  was  an  average  year 
for  agriculture.  By  1979,  however,  farm  earnings  per  job  were  far  less  than 
nonfarm  earnings  per  job.  After  reaching  a  low  of  less  than  $100  per  farm  job 
in  1985,  this  figure  increased  dramatically  in  1986  to  $11,700  per  farm  job. 
Preliminary  data  for  1987  indicate  a  continued  increase  in  Montana's  average 
farm  earnings  to  about  $14,000. 

Between  1979  and  1986,  nonfarm  earnings  per  job  in  Montana  declined  steadily 
from  $19,100  to  $16,800  for  a  loss  of  12  percent  after  adjusting  for 
inflation.  Preliminary  data  for  1987  indicate  a  continued  decline  to 
about  $16,300.  In  contrast,  nonfarm  earnings  per  job  for  the  nation  were 
substantially  higher  at  $21,600  in  1979  and  $21,500  in  1986.  The  magnitude  of 
the  difference  between  Montana's  figure  and  that  for  the  nation  may,  in  part, 
reflect  cost-of-living  differences.  The  sharp  decline  in  nonfarm  earnings  per 
job,  however,  reflects  a  significant  change  in  the  Montana  economy  that  did 
not  occur  nationally.

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The  Billings  Region 

Located  in  south  central  Montana,  the  Billings  Region  includes  Big  Horn, 
Carbon,  Stillwater,  Sweetgrass,  and  Yellowstone  counties. 

Labor  Force 

The  Billings  Region,  the  most  populous,  ranked  first  in  the  number  of  total 
jobs  in  1986.  The  region's  78,788  jobs  accounted  for  19.3  percent  of  all  jobs 
in  the  state,  up  from  16.2  percent  in  1969  (Figures  2.3  and  2.14).  Most  of 
the  jobs  were  in  Yellowstone  County,  ranking  it  first  among  counties  in  1986 
for  total  jobs. 

Total  jobs  growth  in  the  Billings  Region  was  steady  during  the  1970s  until 
1979  when  a  decline  in  jobs  throughout  the  state  impeded  growth  (Table  2.18). 
Growth  continued  in  the  early  1980s — even  during  1981  when  jobs  once  again 
declined  statewide.  From  1984  until  1986,  however,  a  marked  decline  in 
wage/salary  jobs  took  place  statewide,  but  a  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  self-employed  offset  this  decline,  producing  modest  growth.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  self-employed  in  the  Billings  Region,  however,  was  low,  and 
a  large  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs  from  1984  to  1986  (principally  in 
Yellowstone  County)  resulted  in  total  number  of  jobs  in  the  region  declining 
during  1984-1985  (Table  2.18).  This  decline  reversed  slightly  during  the 
following  year,  but  even  into  1986-1987,  the  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs 
continued,  although  the  loss  was  much  smaller  than  in  previous  years  (Table 
2.19). 

The  importance  of  the  self-employed  to  both  the  Montana  economy  and  the 
Billings  Region  economy  is  evident  in  Table  2.5.  From  1979  to  1986, 
wage/salary  jobs  in  the  Billings  Region  grew  only  0.1  percent,  with  a  period 
of  growth  from  1979  to  1984  followed  by  an  offsetting  decline  from  1984  to 
1986.  However,  during  this  period,  the  number  of  self-employed  increased  by 
40.8  percent,  an  increase  second  only  to  the  Helena  Region.  Because  of  this 
extraordinary  growth,  the  total  number  of  jobs  in  the  Billings  Region  grew  by 
7.7  percent  between  1979  and  1986,  for  an  average  annual  growth  rate  of  1.1 
percent. 

Historically,  key  industries  in  this  region  have  included  (in  order  by  share 
in  the  total  number  of  jobs)  services,  retail  trade,  and  government,  followed 
distantly  by  agriculture  and  manufacturing.  This  order  reflects  the  relative 
importance  of  industries  at  the  state  level,  but  agriculture  and  government 
occupy  a  smaller  share  of  total  jobs  in  the  Billings  Region  than  they  do 
statewide.  In  Montana,  agriculture  accounted  for  9  percent  of  total  jobs  in 
1986,  while  in  the  Billings  Region  it  was  6  percent.  Statewide,  government 
(local,  state,  and  federal)  accounted  for  18  percent,  while  it  was  only 
13  percent  in  the  region.  In  contrast,  wholesale  trade,  retail  trade, 
and  services  relatively  are  more  important,  and  indicate  the  importance  of 
Yellowstone  County  as  a  trade  and  service  center  for  eastern  Montana  and 
northern  Wyoming. 

The  1970s  exhibited  strong  job  growth  for  almost  all  sectors  in  the  Billings 
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Region,  with  agriculture  as  the  single  exception.  Slow  growth,  however, 
characterized  the  1980s.  Health  and  business  services  and  retail  trade 
expanded,  while  manufacturing  (particularly  food/kindred  products,  and 
lumber/wood  products)  construction,  and  railroad  (Burlington  Northern 
reorganization)  jobs  declined.  The  closing  of  two  major  meat-packing 
plants — the  Pierce  packing  plant  in  late  1984  and  the  Midland  plant  in  early 
1985 — resulted  in  the  loss  of  several  hundred  manufacturing  jobs.  By  1985, 
both  total  jobs  and  wage/salary  jobs  had  begun  to  decline.  And,  the  closure 
of  the  Boise  Cascade  modular  home  manufacturing  facility  added  to  that 
decline.  Between  1984  and  1986,  wage/salary  job  declines  were  prevalent  in 
nearly  every  major  industry  group  in  the  Billings  Region,  with  services  as  the 
only  group  that  posted  a  significant  increase. 

During  1986-1987,  many  of  these  declines  continued  (Table  2.19),  causing  total 
wage/salary  jobs  to  decline  by  0.7  percent.  Declining  industries  included 
construction,  oil/gas  extraction,  local  and  interurban  passenger  transit,  and 
state  and  local  government.  Renewed  growth,  however,  characterized  several 
of  the  larger  sectors  in  1986-1987  as  retail  trade,  finance/insurance/real 
estate,  and  services  all  showed  moderate  growth.  Private  health  services 
grew  by  more  than  300  jobs,  excluding  the  self-employed,  providing  the  largest 
increase  in  wage/salary  jobs  among  the  regional  industries. 

Throughout  the  1970s  and  the  first  half  of  the  1980s,  the  unemployment  rate 
in  the  Billings  Region  consistently  was  below  the  statewide  unemployment  rate 
(Figure  2.16).  Since  1985,  the  region's  unemployment  rate  has  been  slightly 
higher  than  the  statewide  average.  In  1987,  the  unemployment  rate  in  the 
region  ranked  eighth  out  of  the  12  regions.  Carbon,  Stillwater,  Sweet  Grass, 
and  Yellowstone  counties  ranked  in  the  middle  of  the  statewide  range,  but  Big 
Horn  County  ranked  last  at  13.6  percent. 

Population 

The  Billings  Region  has  experienced  rapid  growth  since  1950,  and  ranked  first 
in  total  population  in  1987.  Historically,  the  region  experienced  a  decline 
or  low  population  growth  only  in  the  1920s  and  the  1960s  (Table  2.8).  More 
recently,  population  increased  by  31  percent  between  1969  and  1987,  nearly 
twice  the  statewide  17  percent  increase.  After  peaking  in  1985  at  150,100, 
however,  population  declined  slightly  in  1986  and  1987  to  146,700,  reflecting 
a  statewide  trend.  Table  2.18  shows  that  most  of  the  regional  population  is 
found  in  Montana's  most  populous  county — Yellowstone. 

A  close  parallel  between  total  jobs  and  population  held  for  the  Billings 
Region  between  1969  and  1986  (Figures  2.14  and  2.15).  Both  population  and 
total  jobs  experienced  steady  growth  during  the  1970s.  But  between  1979  and 
1980,  jobs  fell  slightly  and  population  growth  was  basically  zero.  Then, 
until  the  mid-1980s,  the  moderate  growth  in  jobs  paralleled  a  steady 
population  increase.  Since  1984,  jobs  generally  have  declined;  population 
growth  first  slowed  and  then  turned  negative  between  1985  and  1987. 
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Income 

As  in  jobs  and  population,  the  Billings  Region  ranked  first  in  total  personal 
income  in  1986  (Table  2.18).  With  more  than  80  percent  of  the  regional 
income,  Yellowstone  County  accounted  for  the  largest  amount  of  income  of  any 
county  in  the  state.  Other  counties  in  the  region  ranked  in  the  middle  of  the 
distribution. 

Changes  in  total  personal  income  and  its  components  basically  have  imitated 
changes  at  the  state  level  (see  Figure  2.17  for  the  Billings  Region  and  Figure 
2.11  for  the  state).  The  main  difference  is  the  relatively  stronger  total 
personal  income  growth  in  the  Billings  Region,  which  partially  reflects  the 
smaller  share  of  total  worker  earnings  represented  by  agriculture  within 
Yellowstone  County.  Between  1979  and  1986,  total  personal  income  grew  by  5.8 
percent,  nearly  twice  the  statewide  average  of  3  percent  (Table  2.10). 

It  is  important  to  note  that  nearly  all  of  this  growth  occurred  in  property 
income  and  transfer  payments  rather  than  in  nonfarm  and  farm  worker  earnings. 
High  interest  rates  during  the  1980-1982  recession  produced  strong  growth  in 
property  income  during  this  period.  Growth  continued  until  1984,  but  since 
then  property  income  has  remained  relatively  stable.  Transfer  payments 
experienced  steady  growth  between  1979  and  1987. 

In  contrast,  regional  nonfarm  worker  earnings  mimicked  the  state,  increasing 
only  in  1983  and  1984  and  declining  in  every  other  year  during  the  1979-1987 
period.  The  national  recession  during  1980-1982  and  Montana  recessions  in 
1985  and  1986  hindered  the  growth  of  nonfarm  earnings. 

After  moderate  growth  in  1980,  farm  earnings  declined  until  1982  and  then 
stagnated  through  1985.  After  the  end  of  a  severe  drought  in  1985,  growth 
in  farm  earnings  returned  in  1986  and  1987.  A  large  increase  in  1986  was 
sufficient  to  overcome  declining  nonfarm  earnings,  and  total  personal  income 
increased.  Growth  of  farm  earnings  the  next  year  was  more  than  offset  by 
declining  nonfarm  earnings,  and  total  personal  income  declined  in  1987. 

The  Billings  Region  ranked  first  in  per  capita  personal  income  for  the 
1982-1986  period.  Historically,  the  region's  per  capita  income  generally 
has  been  well  above  the  state  average  (Tables  2.15  and  2.16),  reflecting 
the  strong  performance  of  Yellowstone  County.  Per  capita  income  in  Sweet 
Grass  and  Stillwater  counties  has  been  close  to  the  Montana  average,  but 
consistently  below  the  state  average  in  Carbon  and  Big  Horn  counties. 

As  shown  in  Table  2.18,  per  capita  income  increased  substantially  in  the  1960s 
and  1970s,  growing  from  about  $8,000  in  1959  to  well  over  $13,000  in  1979.  In 
recent  years,  however,  performance  has  been  erratic  as  a  result  of  recessions 
coupled  with  population  growth — two  factors  that  tend  to  lower  per  capita 
income.  Between  1979  and  1983,  per  capita  income  declined  despite  steady 
growth  in  total  personal  income  because  population  growth  also  was  strong. 
This  decline  was  interrupted  in  1984  with  the  recovery  from  the  earlier 
recession,  but  continued  in  1985  with  the  advent  of  a  new  recession  in 
Montana.  Between  1985  and  1987,  however,  population  declined  and  per  capita 
income  once  again  posted  increases.

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The  Bozeman  Region 

The  Bozeman  Region  is  made  up  of  Gallatin,  Meagher,  and  Park  counties  in 
southwest  Montana. 


Labor  Force 

In  1986  the  Bozeman  Region  had  more  than  33,000  total  jobs,  which  ranked  sixth 
in  the  regions.  Jobs  were  located  predominantly  in  Gallatin  County,  one  of 
Montana's  largest  employing  counties  (Table  2.20). 

Between  1969  and  1986,  the  Bozeman  Region  experienced  an  87  percent  increase 
in  jobs — the  largest  percentage  growth  of  all  regions.  In  the  period  between 
1979  and  1986,  the  region's  growth  also  ranked  first  with  a  15.6  percent 
increase,  while  jobs  in  Montana  grew  by  3.4  percent.  The  region  suffered 
only  two  years  of  decline  in  the  total  number  of  jobs — 1975  and  1980 — when 
the  state  and  the  nation  experienced  either  economic  slowdowns  or  recessions 
(Figure  2.18).  Wage/salary  jobs  followed  this  same  pattern  until  1986  when  a 
decline  was  offset  by  growth  in  the  number  of  self-employed,  thus  maintaining 
growth  in  the  total  number  of  jobs.  Decline  in  wage/salary  jobs  continued 
between  1986  and  1987. 

Increases  in  the  number  of  self-employed  in  the  Bozeman  Region  from  1979 
until  1986  played  a  key  role  in  the  region's  continued  growth.  As  fable  2.5 
shows,  the  self-employed  growth  rate  was  40  percent  (third  highest  among 
regions),  while  wage/salary  jobs  grew  by  9  percent  (first  among  regions). 
Comparatively,  the  statewide  self-employed  growth  rate  was  30  percent  and  the 
wage/salary  growth  rate  was  minus  4  percent. 

Three  sectors  dominate  Bozeman  Region  jobs:  retail  trade,  services,  and 
government.  Retail  trade  and  government  are  somewhat  more  important  to 
the  region  than  the  average  statewide,  in  part  reflecting  the  influence  of 
Montana  State  University  on  the  region's  economy.  Within  these  sectors, 
key  industries  include  eating/drinking  places,  health  services,  hotels/other 
lodging  places,  and  state/local  government. 

The  vitality  of  the  lodging  sector  and  eating/drinking  establishments 
indicates  the  importance  of  the  travel  industry  in  this  region.  Major 
attractions  include  Yellowstone  National  Park,  ski  resorts,  and  events  at 
Montana  State  University. 

During  the  1970s,  every  sector  in  the  region  experienced  significant  job 
growth  except  for  agriculture,  which  declined  regionally  and  statewide.  But 
between  1979  and  1987,  growth  and  decline  were  divided  more  evenly  in  the 
region.  Eating/drinking  places,  business/lodging/health  services,  and 
wholesale  trade  provided  most  of  the  jobs  increase,  while  manufacturing, 
transportation  and  public  utilities,  and  construction  all  experienced  a 
loss  in  wage/salary  jobs.  Specific  industries  experiencing  large  declines 
in  recent  years  include  building  construction,  lumber/wood  products, 
electrical/electronic  equipment,  and  railroad  transportation  (closure  of  the 
Livingston  locomotive  repair  facility,  which  reopened  at  a  lower  employment 
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level  in  1988). 

Table  2.21  shows  the  decline  in  these  sectors  between  1986  and  1987. 
Wage/salary  jobs  declined  by  1.2  percent  during  this  period,  for  a  loss  of 
250  jobs,  despite  strong  performance  by  private  business  services.  Because 
the  numbers  used  are  yearly  averages,  however,  declines  in  1986  obscure  the 
gradual  recovery  that  began  in  1987.  Between  the  fourth  quarter  of  1986  and 
the  fourth  quarter  of  1987,  wage/salary  jobs  actually  declined  by  less  than  20 
jobs. 

The  Bozeman  Region  had  the  lowest  unemployment  rate  (6.3  percent)  in  1987 
of  all  regions.  The  state's  rate  was  markedly  higher  at  7.4  percent. 
Historically,  the  region's  performance  has  been  much  better  than  the  state, 
with  the  unemployment  rate  remaining  far  below  the  state  average  for  all  years 
except  1975  and  1980,  two  periods  of  recession  in  most  regions  of  Montana 
(Figure  2.20). 

Population 

Based  on  1987  data,  the  Bozeman  Region  ranked  sixth  in  population,  with  an 
estimated  63,000,  most  being  residents  of  Gallatin  County.  Population  growth 
in  this  region  is  notable.  Historically,  population  growth  was  strong  in 
every  decade  except  the  1920s,  with  the  rate  of  increase  generally  becoming 
larger  with  each  decade  (Table  2.8).  From  1969  until  1986,  population  in  the 
region  increased  in  every  year,  resulting  in  a  41  percent  increase  over  the 
entire  period  (Figure  2.19).  Population  in  1987,  however,  declined  slightly, 
reflecting  a  statewide  trend.  Between  1979  and  1987,  when  the  state 
population  grew  by  only  2.5  percent,  population  in  the  region  grew  by  10.1 
percent,  making  it  one  of  the  fastest  growing  regions  in  the  state  for  this 
period. 

Income 

With  the  exception  of  property  income,  1986  rankings  for  total  personal 
income  and  its  components  were  slightly  lower  than  the  rankings  for  population 
and  jobs  in  the  Bozeman  Region  (Table  2.20).  Total  personal  income  ranked 
seventh,  with  most  of  this  income  located  in  Gallatin  County. 

Like  other  high  growth  regions,  the  Bozeman  Region  experienced  above  average 
growth  in  income  between  1979  and  1987.  While  total  personal  income  for  the 
state  grew  by  only  3  percent,  growth  in  the  Bozeman  Region  was  the  highest  in 
the  state  at  14  percent.  Table  2.10  shows  that  this  high  growth  dates  back 
to  the  1970s.  A  comparison  of  Figure  2.21  (for  the  Bozeman  Region)  and  Figure 
2.11  (for  the  state)  illustrates  this  growth.  After  declining  slightly  in 
1980,  total  personal  income  increased  steadily  through  1986  before  declining 
again  in  1987. 

Steady  growth  in  property  income  and  transfer  payments  has  supported  the 
growth  of  total  personal  income,  but  unlike  several  other  regions  (and  to  some 
extent  the  state),  these  components  have  not  been  the  only  source  of  growth 
for  personal  income  during  the  state's  recessions.  Growth  in  nonfarm 
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earnings,  contrary  to  the  statewide  trend,  contributed  much  to  the  growth  of 
total  personal  income  during  the  1980s.  The  period  between  1980  and  1985  was 
one  of  continued  growth  in  nonfarm  earnings  in  the  region,  while  the  state 
experienced  a  net  decline  in  this  income  component.   In  1986  and  1987, 
however,  the  region's  exceptional  performance  came  to  an  end,  and  nonfarm 
earnings  followed  the  statewide  trend  and  declined  slightly  in  both  years. 

Although  the  region  ranked  seventh  in  1986  in  farm  earnings,  Gallatin  County 
ranked  second.  The  region's  pattern  of  farm  earnings  generally  was  much 
closer  to  that  of  the  state  between  1979  and  1987.  After  a  slight  decline 
between  1979  and  1981,  farm  earnings  in  the  region  reached  a  low  in  1982  and 
remained  there  through  1985.  Like  the  state,  the  region  experienced  renewed 
growth  in  farm  earnings  in  1986,  which  contributed  to  total  personal  income 
growth  despite  a  decline  in  nonfarm  earnings.   In  1987,  farm  earnings  were 
comparable  to  the  1986  level,  and  the  decline  in  nonfarm  earnings  affected 
total  personal  income. 

Growth  in  per  capita  personal  income  in  the  region  has  been  modest  (Table 
2.20),  with  the  average  for  1982-1986  ranking  the  region  seventh  of  the  12 
regions.  Park  County,  ranking  16th  among  counties,  consistently  had  the 
highest  per  capita  income,  followed  by  Gallatin  and  Meagher  counties.  Per 
capita  income  in  the  region  as  well  as  in  Gallatin  and  Meagher  counties 
historically  has  remained  slightly  below  the  state  average,  while  in  recent 
years  per  capita  income  in  Park  County  has  been  slightly  higher  than  the 
Montana  average  (Table  2.15). 

With  strong  growth  in  population  and  total  personal  income  in  recent  years 
(Figure  2.19  and  Table  2.20),  two  opposing  factors  influenced  the  growth  of 
per  capita  income:  higher  population  meant  lower  per  capita  income  and  higher 
total  income  meant  higher  per  capita  income.  Between  1982  and  1987,  growth 
in  total  personal  income  (aided  by  the  decline  in  population  in  1987)  was  the 
stronger  factor,  and  per  capita  income  increased  during  every  year  except  1985 
when  the  Montana  recession  slowed  income  growth.

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The  Butte  Region 

The  Butte  Region  of  southwest  Montana  includes  Beaverhead,  Deer  Lodge, 
Granite,  Madison,  Powell,  and  Silver  Bow  counties. 

Labor  Force 

A  marked  decline  in  the  total  number  of  jobs  characterized  the  Butte 
Region  from  1974  to  1985.  With  approximately  30,600  total  jobs  and  23,500 
wage/salary  jobs  in  1986,  the  region  ranked  seventh  in  both  categories. 
About  half  the  jobs  were  located  in  the  region's  most  populous  county.  Silver 
Bow,  and  the  other  half  were  distributed  fairly  evenly  among  the  other  five 
counties  (Table  2.22). 

Employment  in  the  region  has  been  unstable  since  1969,  primarily  because  of 
volatility  in  metal  mining  and  related  industries.  After  peaking  in  1974, 
both  total  jobs  and  wage/salary  jobs  declined  with  few  respites  (1978,  1979, 
and  1981)  until  1984-1985.  By  1986,  however,  both  total  jobs  and  wage/salary 
jobs  had  begun  to  recover  slightly.  Recovery  continued  for  wage/salary  jobs 
into  1987  with  an  increase  of  1.9  percent,  or  370  jobs,  for  the  region  (Table 
2.22). 

Wage/salary  jobs  declined  by  13  percent  between  1979  and  1986,  the  third 
largest  percentage  decline  in  the  state  (Table  2.5).  A  23  percent  increase 
(less  than  the  state's  average  of  30  percent)  in  the  number  of  self-employed 
softened  the  impact  of  the  region's  dramatic  wage/salary  job  loss,  but  was 
insufficient  to  offset  a  decline  in  the  total  number  of  jobs,  which  decreased 
by  7  percent  between  1979  and  1986. 

The  region's  significant  industries  have  changed  over  time,  with  the  exception 
of  government,  which  always  has  provided  a  considerable  share  of  total  jobs. 
In  1969,  mining  and  manufacturing  together  accounted  for  nearly  25  percent  of 
wage/salary  employment  in  the  region.  By  1986,  this  share  decreased  to  less 
than  10  percent,  largely  a  result  of  the  decrease  in  employment  and  subsequent 
closure  of  the  Anaconda  Company's  metal  mining  and  processing  facilities. 
Industries  that  expanded  to  fill  this  gap  included  retail  trade  and  services, 
growing  from  a  combined  share  of  30  percent  to  41  percent  of  the  wage/salary 
employment  between  1969  and  1986. 

Within  retail  trade  and  services,  growth  occurred  in  areas  such  as 
private  health  and  social  services,  business  services,  hotels/motels,  and 
eating/drinking  places.  During  1987,  strong  growth  in  metal  mining,  retail 
trade  (particularly  eating/drinking  places),  and  private  services  offset 
declines  in  construction,  local  government,  and  wholesale  trade.  As  a  result, 
wage/salary  jobs  increased  by  1.9  percent,  a  rate  significantly  greater  than 
the  statewide  average  of  0.2  percent  (Table  2.23). 

In  the  mid-1970s,  the  closing  of  the  underground  metal  mining  operations 
raised  the  unemployment  rate  of  the  Butte  Region  to  a  level  above  the 
statewide  average  that  has  persisted  to  the  present  (Figure  2.24).  Trends  in 
the  statewide  unemployment  rate  appeared  with  regularity  in  the  unemployment 
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rate  of  the  Butte  Region,  though  often  in  exaggerated  form.   In  1987,  the 
regional  unemployment  rate  ranked  10th  in  the  state,  and  in  previous  years 
the  ranking  was  lower  (i.e.  11th  or  even  last).   In  1983,  the  region's 
unemployment  rate  peaked  at  11.8  percent,  the  worst  in  the  state,  with  Deer 
Lodge  and  Silver  Bow  counties  exhibiting  very  high  rates  of  17.1  and  13.5 
percent.  By  1987,  however,  the  regional  rate  of  8.3  percent  was  closer  to  the 
statewide  average  of  7.4  percent. 

Population 

Historically,  the  Butte  Region  had  been  the  most  populous  region  in  the  state 
(Table  2.8).  By  1950,  however,  the  region's  population  began  to  decline, 
and  in  1987,  ranked  fifth.  Since  peaking  in  1920,  population  has  declined 
in  almost  every  decade,  with  the  only  exception  occurring  during  the  strong 
statewide  growth  of  the  1950s. 

As  with  unemployment,  1975  represents  a  turning  point  in  the  region's 
population.  Figure  2.23  illustrates  the  region's  population  gradually 
creeping  upward  until  1975,  and  then  falling  off  abruptly  and  declining 
steadily  ever  since.  In  terms  of  population  growth,  the  region  ranks  last, 
whether  growth  is  measured  between  1969  and  1987  (a  decline  of  17  percent) 
or  between  1979  and  1987  (a  decline  of  11  percent).  Instability  in  the  job 
market  reflected  by  high  unemployment  rates  and  a  declining  trend  in  both 
total  and  wage/salary  jobs  has  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  region's 
loss  of  population  (Figures  2.22  and  2.24).   If  the  turnaround  in  jobs  since 
1984-1985  continues,  however,  confidence  in  the  region's  job  market  will 
return,  and  renewed  growth  in  population  may  follow. 

Income 

The  Butte  Region  ranked  fifth  in  total  personal  income  in  1986,  reflecting 
similar  ranking  for  its  components,  and  close  to  the  rankings  for  population 
and  total  jobs  (Table  2.22).  Just  over  half  of  this  income  was  located  in 
Silver  Bow  County, 

Changes  in  total  personal  income  and  its  components  were  influenced  strongly 
by  the  declines  in  total  and  wage/salary  jobs  that  occurred  between  1979  and 
1987.  Therefore,  the  pattern  of  change  for  total  personal  income  in  Figure 
2.25  is  noticeably  different  from  that  for  the  state,  shown  in  Figure  2.11. 
Between  1979  and  1986,  total  personal  income  declined  by  7  percent  in  the 
Butte  Region,  the  largest  decline  in  the  state.  However,  the  decline  was  not 
uniform  throughout  the  region,  as  Table  2.22  shows,  and  both  Beaverhead  and 
Powell  counties  experienced  increases  in  personal  income.  Also  of  note  is  the 
fact  that  income  basically  has  increased  since  1985. 

The  decline  in  total  personal  income  primarily  was  due  to  a  general  decline 
in  nonfarm  earnings  (Figure  2.25).  This  decline  closely  followed  the  decline 
in  wage/salary  jobs  that  occurred  after  1979  (Figure  2.22).   In  addition,  the 
recovery  in  wage/salary  jobs  that  occurred  in  1986  and  1987  was  paralleled  by 
slight  growth  in  nonfarm  earnings  in  these  same  years.

Total  growth  in  transfer  payments  and  property  income  in  the  region  was 
similar  to  that  of  the  state,  except  for  a  slight  decline  in  property  income 
that  occurred  between  1984  and  1987.  More  interesting,  however,  is  the 
relative  size  of  transfer  payments  and  property  income.  Unlike  the  statewide 
experience,  the  transfer  payments  component  of  personal  income  in  the  Butte 
Region  was  consistently  larger  than  the  property  income  component  between  1979 
and  1987.  Table  2.22  reveals  that  this  switchover  occurred  sometime  during 
the  1970s. 

Regional  farm  earnings  ranked  ninth  in  the  state  in  1986,  reflecting  the 
urban  nature  of  Silver  Bow  County  (which  ranked  last  in  farm  earnings)  and  the 
generally  mountainous  terrain  of  the  region.  Growth  of  regional  farm  earnings 
was  similar  to  growth  statewide,  with  very  poor  performance  between  1981  and 
1985.  Recovery  in  1986  provided  a  welcome  boost  to  total  personal  income,  and 
farm  earnings  remained  basically  unchanged  during  1987. 

The  Butte  Region  ranked  fifth  in  per  capita  income  for  the  1982-1986  period, 
supported  by  strong  performance  in  Silver  Bow  County,  which  ranked  fifth  among 
Montana's  counties.  Compared  to  the  state  average,  per  capita  income  in  the 
region  has  been  slightly  lower  than  average  since  1979. 

Between  1979  and  1985,  changes  in  per  capita  income  closely  followed  changes 
in  total  personal  income.   In  1986  and  1987,  however,  declines  in  population 
accompanied  by  a  large  increase  in  the  farm  earnings  component  of  personal 
income  created  a  surge  in  per  capita  income  for  both  the  region  and  the  state 
(Tables  2.15  and  2.22).

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The  Glasgow-Wolf  Point  Region 

The  Glasgow-Wolf  Point  Region,  located  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  state, 
encompasses  Daniels,  Phillips,  Roosevelt,  Sheridan,  and  Valley  counties. 

Labor  Force 

The  Glasgow-Wolf  Point  Region  ranked  ninth  in  the  state  in  1986  both  in 
total  jobs  and  in  wage/salary  jobs  because  the  counties  are  among  the  least 
populated  in  the  state  (Table  2.24).  Roosevelt  and  Valley  counties,  the  two 
most  populous  counties,  each  contain  about  twice  as  many  jobs  as  each  of  the 
other  counties,  with  5,400  and  4,600  jobs  respectively. 

Total  jobs  growth  between  1969  and  1986  paralleled  that  of  wage/salary  jobs 
(Figure  2.26).  During  the  early  1970s,  steady  growth  led  to  a  1974  peak 
in  total  jobs.  Sporadic  performance  after  1974  resulted  in  a  general  loss 
of  jobs  by  1986,  with  the  largest  declines  coming  after  a  1981  peak  in 
wage/salary  jobs. 

Between  1979  and  1986,  wage/salary  jobs  declined  by  8  percent,  twice  the 
statewide  average  decline  of  4  percent.  At  the  same  time,  the  self-employed 
growth  rate  of  7.5  percent  was  the  lowest  in  the  state  (Table  2.5).  As  a 
result,  regional  growth  rate  for  total  jobs  remained  well  below  the  state 
average  of  3  percent;  in  fact,  it  was  negative  from  1979  to  1986.  The  share 
of  jobs  held  by  the  self-employed  represents  a  significant  portion  of  the 
region's  employment:  self-employment  accounted  for  35  percent  of  total  jobs 
while  the  state  average  was  only  26  percent.  Contrary  to  the  state  trend  of 
the  self-employed  holding  an  increasing  share  of  jobs,  this  figure  was  down 
from  37  percent  in  1969,  reflecting  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  self-employed 
between  1969  and  1979.  The  explanation  for  this  regional  decline  involves  the 
prominence  of  agriculture,  a  declining  industry  statewide. 

In  1969,  agriculture  was  the  dominant  industry  in  this  region,  accounting 
for  30  percent  of  the  total  jobs,  with  services,  government,  and  retail  trade 
trailing  distantly.  By  1985,  however,  a  gradual  and  steady  decline  statewide 
in  agriculture  reduced  its  share  to  22  percent,  leaving  it  slightly  behind 
services  in  terms  of  industry  share  and  much  closer  to  the  government  and 
retail  trade  shares.  Within  services,  the  largest  employment  components 
are  private  health  services  and  membership  organizations  (including  tribal 
government).  Within  the  public  services  sector,  local  government,  which 
includes  school  districts,  is  the  largest  employer.  The  largest  manufacturing 
sector  is  apparel/other  textiles  products  (A  &  S  Tribal  Industries). 

Departure  of  military  personnel  from  the  Glasgow  Air  Force  Base  beginning  in 
1969  accompanied  by  a  decline  in  the  ordnance  industry  (military  equipment 
and  hardware)  caused  substantial  regional  job  losses  in  the  early  1970s. 
This  loss  was  more  than  offset  by  growth  in  the  service  sectors,  however, 
particularly  in  private  business  services  where  the  Family  Training  Center 
in  Valley  County  provided  employment  for  several  hundred.  Declines  since 
1979  have  spread  throughout  the  region's  economy,  with  all  sectors  except 
manufacturing,  government,  and  finance/insurance/real  estate  declining  between 
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1979  and  1986,  and  with  growth  in  these  industries  ceasing  between  1986  and 
1987  (Table  2.25).  Wage/salary  employment  in  mining  increased  between  1986 
and  1987,  but  added  only  35  jobs,  and  total  wage/salary  employment  declined 
by  125  jobs.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  yearly  averages  used  to 
calculate  this  change  actually  obscure  growth  that  occurred  over  the  course 
of  1987.  Between  the  fourth  quarter  of  1986  and  the  fourth  quarter  of  1987, 
wage/salary  jobs  posted  an  increase  of  1.9  percent,  or  about  170  jobs. 

Since  the  early  1970s,  the  unemployment  rate  in  the  Glasgow-Wolf  Point  Region 
has  remained  below  and  has  fluctuated  with  the  statewide  average  (Figure 
2.28).  A  1987  unemployment  rate  of  7.1  percent  ranked  the  region  sixth  out  of 
12.  Both  Daniels  and  Sheridan  counties  had  relatively  low  unemployment  rates 
and  thus  ranked  high  among  counties. 

Population 

Booming  population  growth  characterized  the  region  from  1900  until  1920,  when 
a  plateau  was  reached  that  persisted  for  the  next  20  years  (Table  2.8).  After 
1960,  population  generally  declined,  with  population  lowest  at  33,000  in  1987. 
In  1987,  the  region's  population  ranked  ninth  in  the  state. 

Population  of  the  Glasgow-Wolf  Point  Region,  while  not  varying  a  great  deal 
in  absolute  terms  between  1969  and  1986,  followed  the  trend  in  total  jobs  with 
a  lag  of  between  two  and  three  years  (Figures  2.26  and  2.27).  For  example, 
total  jobs  peaked  in  1974  and  declined  to  a  low  in  1977  while  population 
peaked  in  1976  and  declined  to  a  low  in  1980.  Between  1969  and  1987, 
a  population  decline  of  12  percent  was  the  second  largest  in  the  state. 
Performance  relative  to  1979  is  somewhat  better:  a  5  percent  decline  ranked 
ninth  among  the  regions  in  terms  of  population  change. 

Income 

Total  personal  income  in  1986  in  the  Glasgow-Wolf  Point  Region  ranked  eighth 
in  the  state,  slightly  better  than  the  ninth-place  rankings  of  population, 
total  jobs,  and  wage/salary  jobs.  At  least  part  of  the  personal  income 
ranking  reflects  agriculture's  strong  performance,  a  key  component  of  personal 
income  in  this  region. 

The  influence  of  farm  earnings  on  total  personal  income  and  the  volatility  of 
this  component  are  evident  in  Figure  2.29.  Total  personal  income  peaked  in 
1981,  as  did  farm  earnings  and  nonfarm  earnings.   (The  nonfarm  earnings  peak 
was  independent  of  the  peak  in  farm  earnings  and  resulted  from  increased 
employment  during  the  construction  of  a  natural  gas  pipeline  across  the 
region  in  1981).  In  the  following  years,  dramatic  declines  in  farm  earnings 
occurred,  partially  because  of  drought.  In  1983,  1984,  and  1985,  farm 
earnings  were  actually  negative  in  the  Glasgow-Wolf  Point  Region,  causing  low 
total  personal  income  for  this  period.  Although  nonfarm  earnings  continued  to 
decline  after  1984,  a  major  recovery  in  the  agricultural  sector  in  1986  caused 
total  personal  income  to  rebound.  Personal  income  in  1987  was  about  the  same 
as  the  1986  level,  as  was  farm  earnings.  Throughout  the  1979-1987  period, 
property  income  and  transfer  payments  followed  statewide  trends  (Figures  2.11 
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and  2.29). 

The  G1asgow-Wolf  Point  Region  ranked  last  in  per  capita  income  for  the 
1982-1986  period.  This  rank  is  somewhat  misleading,  however,  because  it 
averages  four  bad  years  for  agriculture  with  only  one  good  year.  As  Table 
2.25  indicates,  the  one  "good"  year  for  agriculture,  1986,  produced  notably 
high  per  capita  income  figures  throughout  the  region,  particularly  in  Daniels 
and  Sheridan  counties. 

The  influence  of  farm  earnings  on  per  capita  income  is  further  evident  between 
1979  and  1987.  Per  capita  income  for  the  region  peaked  in  1981  with  farm 
earnings,  and  then  declined  through  1985.  The  large  reverse  in  farm  earnings 
between  1985  and  1986  resulted  in  a  similar  increase  in  per  capita  income  in 
that  latter  year.

Located  in  eastern  Montana,  the  Glendi ve-Sidney  Region  includes  Dawson, 
Garfield,  McCone,  Prairie,  Richland,  and  Wibaux  counties. 

Labor  Force 

With  just  over  15,500  total  jobs,  the  Glendive-Sidney  Region  ranked  10th  in 
1986  among  Montana's  regions  (Table  2.26).  Most  jobs  were  concentrated  in 
Richland  and  Dawson  counties,  which  ranked  14th  and  16th  out  of  56  counties 
in  total  number  of  jobs,  respectively.  In  1986,  the  region  accounted  for  3.8 
percent  of  Montana's  jotDS,  down  from  4.7  percent  in  1969  (Figure  2.3). 

Steady  job  growth  in  the  1970s  (slow  at  first  and  then  gradually  accelerating 
until  1981)  resulted  in  a  peak  in  both  total  and  wage/salary  jobs  in  1981 
(Figure  2.30).  Oil/gas  exploration  activity  produced  most  of  the  growth. 
Since  1981,  however,  a  sharp  decline  in  jobs  has  characterized  the  region, 
with  total  jobs  falling  19  percent  by  1986.  In  1987,  wage/salary  jobs 
declined,  continuing  this  trend.  A  decrease  in  oil/gas  exploration  was  the 
primary  cause  of  the  downward  trend. 

Moderate  growth  in  self-employment,  which  accounts  for  about  one-third 
of  total  jobs  in  the  region,  has  helped  to  mollify  this  decline.  Between 
1979  and  1986,  when  wage/salary  jobs  declined  by  16  percent,  the  number  of 
self-employed  grew  by  17  percent.  Although  this  rate  was  well  below  the 
statewide  average  of  30  percent,  it  was  sufficient  to  hold  the  loss  of  total 
jobs  to  7  percent  (Table  2.5). 

The  most  important  employing  sectors  in  the  Glendive-Sidney  Region  include 
agriculture,  retail  trade,  services,  government,  and  oil/gas  mining,  which 
fluctuates  greatly  from  year  to  year.  As  has  been  the  case  statewide,  the 
regional  dominance  of  agriculture  in  the  region  has  been  declining  over 
the  last  20  years.   In  1969,  agriculture  accounted  for  29  percent  of  all 
jobs,  but  by  1986  it  had  fallen  to  18  percent.  The  shares  of  retail  trade, 
services,  wholesale  trade,  and  finance/insurance/real  estate  all  have 
increased  over  this  period,  reflecting  the  gradual  shift  throughout  the  state 
and  the  nation  toward  service-oriented  industries. 

The  1970s  witnessed  steady  employment  growth  for  all  sectors  of  the  economy 
except  for  agriculture  and  food  products  manufacturing.  Sectoral  job  growth 
continued  until  1981,  except  for  government  and  agriculture/food  products. 
Between  1981  and  1986,  as  total  jobs  declined  markedly  (Figure  2.30), 
wage/salary  employment  declined  in  every  sector  except  government.  A  loss  of 
about  2,000  jobs  in  the  oil/gas  extraction  industry  as  exploration  activity 
declined  (world  oil  prices  peaked  in  1981)  dominated  the  downturn,  producing 
large  declines  in  other  segments  of  the  economy.  Declines  in  wage/salary 
jobs  continued  between  1986  and  1987  (Table  2.27),  when  losses  in  every  major 
sector  resulted  in  a  regional  decline  of  more  than  600  jobs  (7  percent).   It 
should  be  noted,  however,  that  this  figure  overstates  the  magnitude  of  the 
decline  because  the  gradual  improvement  over  the  course  of  1987  is  hidden  in 
the  annual  average  data.  In  comparing  the  fourth  quarter  of  1986  with  the 
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fourth  quarter  of  1987,  the  decline  involved  only  about  300  jobs,  or  3.6 
percent  of  the  wage/salary  jobs. 

The  unemployment  rate  in  the  Glendive-Sidney  Region  remained  well  below  the 
state  average  in  the  1970s  (Figure  2.32).  The  exception  to  this  experience 
is  obvious  from  the  graph:   between  1981  and  1983,  the  unemployment  rate 
increased  threefold — to  9.4  percent — mainly  in  Dawson,  Richland,  and  Wibaux 
counties.  Much  of  this  increase  likely  was  created  by  declining  oil/gas 
employment  and  the  delay  in  the  out-migration  of  unemployed  workers.  After 
1983,  however,  the  unemployment  rate  returned  to  a  point  below  the  state 
average,  and  by  1987  the  region's  unemployment  rate  of  6.8  percent  was  third 
lowest  in  the  state,  and  under  the  statewide  rate  of  7.4  percent.   (Low 
unemployment  rates  are  typical  for  counties  dominated  by  agriculture.)  Table 
2.26  shows  unemployment  rates  of  2.8  percent  for  McCone  County  and  3.4  percent 
for  Garfield  County,  ranking  them  first  and  second  respectively  among  the 
state's  counties. 


Population 

With  a  population  just  under  30,000,  the  Glendive-Sidney  Region  ranked  10th 
among  the  regions  in  1987.  As  with  jobs,  most  of  the  population  was  located 
in  Richland  and  Dawson  counties. 

Regional  population  peaked  in  1930  after  strong,  early  growth.  Since  that 
time,  however,  population  growth  has  been  erratic  (Table  2.8).  Population 
growth  was  strong  between  1969  and  1982  (Figure  2.31),  but  between  1982  and 
1987,  steady  declines  in  population  occurred,  following  the  trend  in  total 
jobs.  Indeed,  a  close  relationship  between  total  (or  wage/salary)  jobs  and 
population  seems  to  hold  between  1969  and  1986,  with  a  lag  of  about  one  year. 
For  example,  the  lowest  population  in  the  region  for  this  time  period  (1972) 
occurred  one  year  after  total  jobs  was  at  its  lowest  point  (1971).  And 
population  peaked  in  1982  just  one  year  after  the  1981  peak  in  total  jobs. 

Income 

Total  personal  income  in  the  Glendive-Sidney  Region  ranked  10th  in  the  state 
in  1986,  consistent  with  the  ranks  of  population  and  total  jobs  (Table  2.26). 
As  with  population  and  jobs,  most  of  this  income  was  located  in  Richland  and 
Dawson  counties. 

Total  personal  income  was  influenced  by  two  major  factors  during  the  1979-1987 
period:  both  nonfarm  earnings  and  farm  earnings  peaked  in  1981,  with  the  peak 
in  nonfarm  worker  earnings  related  to  oil/gas  exploration.  As  a  result,  total 
personal  income  peaked  in  1981  (Figure  2.33).  Decline  in  nonfarm  earnings 
after  1981,  coupled  with  the  severe  decrease  in  farm  earnings  during  the 
1981-1985  period,  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  total  personal  income 
between  1981  and  1985.  Farm  earnings  recovered  in  1986  and  ranked  third  in 
the  state.  Recovery  in  the  agricultural  sector  more  than  offset  the  continued 
decline  in  nonfarm  earnings,  and  total  personal  income  increased  in  1986. 
During  1987,  however,  estimated  farm  earnings  remained  relatively  constant, 
and  the  decline  in  nonfarm  earnings  translated  into  another  decline  in

personal  income.  Throughout  this  entire  period,  property  income  and  transfer 
payments  followed  the  statewide  trend  by  increasing  slightly. 

The  Glendive-Sidney  Region  ranked  sixth  in  per  capita  income  for  the  1982-1986 
period  among  Montana's  regions  (Table  2.26).  Dawson  County,  which  ranked 
12th,  had  the  highest  county  rank  in  the  region.  Because  this  average 
includes  four  bad  years  for  agriculture  and  only  one  good  year,  however,  it  is 
potentially  misleading.

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The  Great  Falls  Region 

The  Great  Falls  Region  of  north  central  Montana  includes  Cascade,  Chouteau, 
Glacier,  Pondera,  Teton,  and  Toole  counties. 

Labor  Force 

In  1986,  the  Great  Falls  Region  ranked  second  in  the  state  in  both  total  and 
wage/salary  jobs  (Table  2.28).  The  region's  59,090  jobs  accounted  for  15 
percent  of  the  state's  total  jobs,  down  from  the  1969  figure  of  18  percent. 
Approximately  70  percent  of  the  jobs  were  located  in  Cascade  County,  the 
state's  second  largest  county  in  both  population  and  total  jobs. 

Between  1969  and  1979,  the  region's  strong  growth  in  total  jobs  followed  that 
of  the  state,  with  jobs  declining  only  in  1975  when  the  state  experienced 
essentially  no  job  growth  (Figure  2.34).  Jobs  decline  in  the  region  in  1975 
was  caused  by  a  decline  in  federal  jobs  (both  military  and  civilian  in  Cascade 
County).  A  general  decline  in  both  total  and  wage/salary  jobs  began  in  1979, 
however,  while  statewide  job  growth  only  slowed.  Again,  the  regional  decline 
was  related  to  a  decrease  in  federal  jobs  at  Malmstrom  Air  Force  Base  in 
Cascade  County.  Between  1982  and  1986,  steadfast  growth  in  the  number  of 
self-employed  was  a  key  factor  in  sustaining  slight  growth  in  total  regional 
jobs.  Wage/salary  jobs  remained  constant  for  most  of  the  1982-1986  period 
except  for  a  sharp  decline  in  1985  (Figure  2.34).  More  recently,  in  1987, 
wage/salary  jobs  also  improved  (Table  2.29). 

A  shift  away  from  traditional  goods-producing  industries  toward  the  service 
oriented  sectors  characterized  the  industries  of  the  region  between  1969 
and  1986.  Shares  of  total  jobs  in  farming,  manufacturing,  construction, 
and  mining  all  declined  during  this  period.  At  the  same  time,  the  combined 
share  of  services,  retail  trade,  finance/insurance/real  estate  and  wholesale 
trade  increased  from  42  percent  to  54  percent  of  wage/salary  employment.  A 
substantial  decline  in  government's  share  of  total  jobs  from  27  percent  to 
22  percent  also  took  place,  most  of  which  represented  a  decline  in  military 
personnel . 

Job  growth  was  strong  between  1969  and  1979,  with  only  agriculture, 
manufacturing,  and  railroads  posting  declines.  Closure  of  a  zinc  processing 
facility  in  1973  primarily  was  responsible  for  the  decrease  in  manufacturing 
jobs.  These  declines,  however,  were  more  than  offset  by  strong  performance 
in  private  health  and  social  services,  wholesale  trade,  retail  trade 
(particularly  eating/drinking  places),  finance/insurance/real  estate,  and 
construction. 

The  large  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs  that  began  in  1979  was  felt  throughout 
the  region.  Between  1979  and  1986,  every  major  economic  sector  (except 
agriculture)  experienced  a  decline  in  wage/salary  employment.  Gains  during 
the  1970s  in  construction  and  oil/gas  extraction  were  eliminated.  Declines 
in  manufacturing  and  railroad  transportation  continued  from  the  1970s,  and 
the  withdrawal  of  federal  government  employees  (primarily  military)  cost  the 
region  over  1,000  jobs.  Losses  in  wholesale  and  retail  trade  were  sizable. 
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and  services  and  finance/insurance/real  estate  declined  slightly. 

Table  2.29  illustrates  the  recent  recovery  in  many  sectors  of  wage/salary 
employment  between  1986  and  1987.  Declines  in  construction,  oil/gas 
extraction,  and  membership  organizations  (mainly  tribal  government)  have  been 
offset  by  gains  in  services  (particularly  private  health  services)  and  in 
retail  trade  (general  merchandise  stores  and  automotive  dealers/service 
stations).  Based  on  yearly  averages,  wage/salary  employment  grew  by  84  jobs 
between  1986  and  1987.  Because  of  stronger  recovery  over  the  course  of  1987, 
however,  these  averages  understate  the  recent  recovery.  Between  the  fourth 
quarter  of  1986  and  the  fourth  quarter  of  1987,  wage/salary  jobs  increased  by 
almost  400. 

With  an   unemployment  rate  of  7.7  percent  in  1987,  slightly  above  the  statewide 
average  of  7.4  percent,  the  Great  Falls  Region  ranked  ninth  in  the  state. 
Most  of  the  counties  in  the  region  ranked  somewhere  in  the  middle  of  the 
range,  with  the  exception  of  Glacier  County  with  high  unemployment  on  the 
Blackfeet  Indian  Reservation.  Figure  2.36  illustrates  the  close  relationship 
that  has  prevailed  between  the  region's  unemployment  rate  and  that  of  the 
state. 


Population 

Dominated  by  the  large  population  of  Cascade  County,  the  Great  Falls 
Region  ranked  second,  with  a  population  in  1987  of  more  than  112,000.  This 
relatively  large  population  resulted  from  strong  growth  every  decade  between 
1890  and  1970  (Table  2.8).  In  1969,  the  region  was  the  state's  largest,  but  a 
general  decline  in  population  between  1969  and  1986  of  4  percent  (third  lowest 
growth  rate  in  the  state)  while  the  rest  of  the  state  grew  at  an  average  of  17 
percent  ranked  the  region  second  to  the  Billings  Region.  Figure  2.35  displays 
the  region's  sporadic  population  performance  since  1969. 

Income 

The  Great  Falls  Region  retained  its  second-place  rank  in  1986  for  total 
personal  income.   Its  components  also  ranked  second,  with  the  exception  of 
farm  earnings,  which  ranked  first  in  the  state.  Cascade  County  ranked  second 
among  counties  in  total  personal  income,  and  Chouteau  County  ranked  first  in 
farm  earnings. 

Changes  in  total  personal  income  and  its  components  basically  have  followed 
statewide  trends  in  the  1980s,  as  shown  in  Figures  2.37  and  2.11.  The  major 
difference  was  the  relatively  stronger  declines  in  farm  earnings  between  1981 
and  1985.  Between  1979  and  1986,  total  personal  income  declined  slightly 
by  about  1  percent  (Table  2.28).  In  fact,  this  small  decline  is  misleading 
because  1986  was  an  exceptional  year  for  growth  in  agriculture  (note  the  28 
percent  growth  in  personal  income  for  Chouteau  County  during  this  period). 

Much  of  this  overall  decline  was  the  result  of  a  decline  in  nonfarm  earnings 
between  1979  and  1987  that  was  related  to  the  losses  of  wage/salary  jobs.  At 
the  same  time,  total  personal  income  during  this  period  reflected  fluctuations 
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in  farm  earnings.  Between  1979  and  1982,  dramatic  declines  in  nonfarm 
earnings  occurred  before  a  very  small  recovery  occurred  in  1983  and  1984. 
Also,  farm  earnings  declined  sharply  after  peaking  in  1981.  As  a  result, 
total  personal  income  declined  through  1985.  Strong  recovery  in  farm  earnings 
in  1986  pushed  total  personal  income  up  once  again  despite  the  continued 
decline  in  nonfarm  earnings.   In  1987,  however,  farm  earnings  remained 
relatively  unchanged  along  with  total  personal  income.  During  this  entire 
period,  property  income  and  transfer  payments  followed  statewide  trends  and 
increased  moderately. 

The  Great  Falls  Region  ranked  third  in  the  state  in  per  capita  income  for 
the  1982-1986  period,  a  very  high  ranking  considering  agriculture's  unstable 
performance.  Cascade  County  ranked  fourth  among  counties,  and  Toole  County 
ranked  eighth.  These  two  counties  and  the  entire  region  were  consistently 
above  the  state  average  for  per  capita  income  between  1979  and  1986.  Other 
counties  in  this  region  were  generally  below  the  state  average,  although  in 
exceptionally  good  agricultural  years  this  did  not  hold  true  (Table  2.29). 

Agriculture's  influence  on  this  region  is  evident  in  per  capita  income,  which 
increased  with  farm  earnings  between  1979  and  1981,  and  then  declined  steadily 
until  1985.  The  sharp  increase  in  farm  earnings  in  1986  also  was  reflected  in 
per  capita  income  which  was  at  its  highest  level  of  the  1980s  in  1986,  about 
109  percent  of  the  statewide  average.

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The  Havre  Region 

Located  in  the  central  portion  of  northern  Montana,  the  Havre  Region  includes 
Blaine,  Hill,  and  Liberty  counties. 

Labor  Force 

In  1986,  the  Havre  Region  had  the  second  smallest  number  of  jobs  in  the  state, 
about  13,000,  or  3.2  percent,  down  from  3.9  percent  in  1960.  Most  jobs  were 
in  Hill  County,  which  ranked  eighth  in  the  state  for  total  jobs  (Table  2.30). 

During  the  1970s,  both  total  and  wage/salary  jobs  increased  steadily  (Figure 
2.38).  Then,  beginning  with  the  national  and  statewide  recessions  in  1980, 
total  jobs  declined  gradually  to  the  1986  level.  Between  1969  and  1986,  total 
jobs  posted  a  net  increase  of  16  percent,  but  during  1979-1986,  they  declined 
by  9  percent.  The  decline  was  primarily  in  wage/salary  jobs,  which  fell  by  16 
percent,  while  self-employment  (which  accounts  for  about  30  percent  of  total 
jobs  in  the  region)  increased  by  12  percent  during  the  same  period  (Table 
2.5).  Between  1986  and  1987,  the  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs  continued  (Table 
2.31). 

The  largest  industries  in  this  region  include  services,  retail  trade, 
government,  agriculture,  and  transportation/public  utilities.  Between 
1969  and  1986,  services  and  retail  trade  increased  their  share  of 
wage/salary  employment,  while  the  shares  of  government,  agriculture,  and 
transportation/public  utilities  decreased.  The  decline  in  agriculture  was 
sharpest,  with  its  share  in  total  jobs  (including  the  self-employed)  falling 
from  24  percent  to  16  percent.  However,  since  agriculture's  average  share 
of  total  jobs  statewide  in  1986  was  9  percent,  it  remains  a  very  important 
regional  industry. 

Strong  employment  growth  of  the  1970s  (Figure  2.38)  characterized  every 
sector  in  the  Havre  Region  with  the  exception  of  agriculture,  which 
declined  throughout  the  state.  Growth  was  particularly  strong  in  railroad 
transportation,  construction,  eating/drinking  places  and  other  retail  trade 
establishments,  wholesale  trade,  private  business  and  health  services,  and 
machinery  manufacturing. 

Similarly,  the  decline  in  total  jobs  between  1979  and  1986  also  was  felt 
throughout  the  region's  industries.  Declines  in  railroad  transportation, 
construction,  manufacturing,  wholesale  and  most  of  retail  trade,  and  services 
eroded  much  of  the  gain  that  had  been  made  in  the  1970s.  Sector  growth 
during  this  time  period  was  very  rare,  with  state  government  (Northern  Montana 
College)  and  food  stores  as  the  only  industries  with  significant  growth  in 
wage/salary  employment. 

More  recently,  however,  several  sectors  in  the  region  have  begun  to  improve 
(Table  2.31).  Between  1986  and  1987,  wage/salary  jobs  in  retail  trade, 
wholesale  trade,  and  services  increased  significantly.  Declines  in  other 
sectors,  such  as  heavy  construction  contractors  and  manufacturing,  were  large, 
but  as  a  whole,  the  region  lost  fewer  than  50  wage/salary  jobs. 
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Prior  to  1979,  the  unemployment  rate  was  substantially  less  than  the  statewide 
average.  Figure  2.40  shows  that  unemployment  rates  in  the  1980s  have  been 
higher  for  the  region  than  the  1970s.   In  1987,  the  7.4  percent  unemployment 
rate  of  the  Havre  Region  equaled  the  Montana  average,  which  was  the  case  since 
1979.  Reasons  for  this  situation  are  not  totally  clear,  but  obviously  are 
related  to  the  overall  employment  decline  in  the  region  since  1979,  and 
perhaps  to  a  reluctance  of  unemployed  persons  to  migrate  out  of  the  region. 

Population 

Population  of  the  Havre  Region — the  state's  second  smallest — totaled  about 
27,000  in  1987,  mostly  located  in  Hill  County  (Table  2.30).  Since  population 
data  was  first  gathered  for  the  1920s,  regional  population  has  remained 
relatively  steady,  with  an  increase  during  the  1950s  basically  being  offset  in 
the  1960s  (Table  2.8).  Figure  2.39  illustrates  these  same  fluctuations  around 
the  27,000  mark  since  1969,  with  periods  of  growth  offsetting  periods  of 
decl ine. 


Income 

Total  regional  personal  income  ranked  11th  in  1986,  consistent  with  the  ranks 
of  population  and  total  jobs.  In  general,  the  components  of  personal  income 
also  were  near  this  mark,  with  the  exception  of  farm  earnings,  which  ranked 
fourth  in  the  state.  Hill,  Liberty,  and  Blaine  counties  all  ranked  very  high 
in  farm  earnings  in  1986. 

Changes  in  total  personal  income  between  1979  and  1987  involved  two  factors: 
steady  decline  of  nonfarm  worker  earnings  and  volatility  of  farm  earnings. 
Following  the  pattern  of  nonfarm  (and  total)  wage/salary  jobs,  nonfarm  worker 
earnings  decreased  steadily  throughout  this  period  (Figure  2.41).  At  the 
same  time,  agricultural  earnings  were  very  unsteady,  peaking  in  1981  before 
declining  sharply  and  becoming  negative  by  1985,  partly  because  of  drought 
(Figure  2.38).  Dramatic  recovery  in  farm  earnings  in  1986  translated  into 
a  strong  increase  in  total  personal  income.  But  zero  growth  in  1987  farm 
earnings  caused  the  decline  of  nonfarm  earnings  and  consequently  affected 
total  personal  income.  Overall,  between  1979  and  1987,  farm  earnings 
increased  substantially,  but  steady  declines  in  nonfarm  earnings  in 
conjunction  with  little  growth  in  property  income  and  transfer  payments 
resulted  in  very  little  growth  in  total  personal  income. 

Per  capita  income  in  the  Havre  Region  ranked  ninth  out  of  the  12  regions  for 
the  1982-1986  period.  In  the  county  ranking.  Liberty  County  ranked  second, 
Blaine  County  ranked  53rd,  and  Hill  County  ranked  20th.

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The  Helena  Region 

The  Helena  Region  of  west  central  Montana  includes  Broadwater,  Jefferson,  and 
Lewis  and  Clark  counties. 


Labor  Force 

In  1986,  the  Helena  Region  ranked  sixth  in  the  state  with  more  than  33,000 
total  jobs.  A  rank  of  fifth  for  wage/salary  jobs  (Table  2.32)  reflects  a 
concentration  of  government  jobs  and  fewer  agricultural  jobs  in  Lewis  and 
Clark  County.  The  region's  share  of  total  jobs  (including  self-employed) 
increased  significantly  from  6.7  percent  in  1969  to  8.1  percent  by  1986. 

Job  growth  between  1969  and  1986  was  exceptionally  strong  in  the  region,  with 
total  jobs  increasing  by  71  percent,  an  increase  second  only  to  that  of  the 
Bozeman  Region.  Steady  growth  in  the  early  1970s  was  eclipsed  by  strong 
growth  at  the  end  of  the  decade.  Growth  slowed  in  the  early  1980s,  however, 
as  the  state  and  the  nation  experienced  a  recession.  The  region's  only 
year  of  job  decline  occurred  in  1982.  Steady  growth  returned  in  1983,  and 
continued  through  1987  (Figure  2.44  and  Table  2.32). 

The  widening  gap  between  wage/salary  jobs  and  total  jobs  shown  in  Figure 
2.42  reflects  the  outstanding  growth  of  self-employment  in  the  Helena  Region, 
particularly  in  recent  years.  Between  1979  and  1986,  wage/salary  jobs  grew 
by  6  percent,  the  second  highest  percentage  growth  in  the  state.  The 
self-employed  increase  during  this  same  period  was  55  percent,  the  largest 
increase  in  the  state.  As  a  result,  total  jobs  between  1979  and  1986  grew 
by  15  percent  (Table  2.5).  The  share  of  the  region's  jobs  held  by  the 
self-employed  also  increased  dramatically.  In  1969,  self-employment  accounted 
for  only  14  percent  of  total  jobs  in  the  region.  By  1986,  however,  this 
figure  had  grown  to  23  percent,  but  it  was  still  below  the  Montana  average  of 
26  percent  because  of  the  small  agricultural  sector  in  the  region. 

The  majority  of  jobs  in  the  Helena  Region  were  concentrated  in  three  sectors: 
government,  services,  and  retail  trade.  Transportation/public  utilities, 
manufacturing,  agriculture,  construction,  wholesale  trade,  and  mining  all  held 
a  smaller  share  of  jobs  regionally  than  the  statewide  average,  and  each  of 
these  sectors  (except  mining)  declined  as  a  percentage  of  wage/salary  jobs 
between  1969  and  1986.  The  shares  of  services  and  retail  trade  increased 
markedly,  following  a  statewide  trend.  Government  remained  an  important 
employer  in  the  region  because  of  the  location  of  the  state  capital  and  the 
federal  offices  in  Helena,  but  government  jobs  decreased  as  a  share  of  total 
jobs  from  32  percent  in  1969  to  26  percent  in  1986.  This  share,  however,  was 
still  significantly  greater  than  the  1986  Montana  average  of  18  percent. 

Between  1969  and  1979,  nearly  every  sector  of  the  Helena  Region  enjoyed 
strong  growth  in  wage/salary  jobs.  Even  agricultural  jobs  (including  the 
self-employed)  increased.  The  only  declining  sector  was  mining,  with  a  small 
loss  occurring  in  the  metal  mining  industry.  Strongest  job  growth  during  this 
period  was  in  state/local  government,  eating/drinking  places,  communications, 
lumber/wood  products,  hotels/motels,  and  banking/other  credit  services. 
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The  period  of  1979-1986  was  one  of  slower  growth  in  the  region.  Several 
factors  were  responsible  for  this  slowdown.  A  decline  in  the  communications 
industry  after  1981,  primarily  because  of  Mountain  Bell  reorganization,  meant 
the  loss  of  about  500  jobs,  which  offset  the  growth  that  occurred  during 
the  1970s.  Smaller  declines  also  took  place  in  lumber/wood  products, 
hotels/motels,  finance/insurance/real  estate,  and  construction  (primarily 
in  special  trade  contractors).  Growth  in  other  sectors,  however,  more  than 
offset  these  declines.  State/local  government,  eating/drinking  places, 
private  business/health/social  services,  food  stores,  and  metal  mining  all 
posted  significant  increases  in  wage/salary  jobs  between  1979-1986. 

Table  2.33  shows  changes  in  wage/salary  employment  between  1986  and  1987. 
Relatively  large  declines  in  communications,  manufacturing  (including  wood 
products),  and  heavy  construction  contractors  occurred.  But  strong  gains  in 
private  health  services,  metal  mining,  eating/drinking  places,  and  private 
business  services  more  than  offset  these  declines,  with  wage/salary  jobs 
growing  by  2.6  percent  or  nearly  600  jobs. 

A  favorable  unemployment  rate  in  Lewis  and  Clark  County,  coupled  with  the 
exceptionally  low  rate  in  Jefferson  County,  placed  the  Helena  Region  at  the 
top  of  the  state  in  1987  with  its  relatively  low  unemployment  rate  of  6.3 
percent.  Figure  2.44  illustrates  the  region's  above-average  performance 
between  1970  and  1987,  as  well  as  the  tendency  for  the  regional  unemployment 
rate  and  the  statewide  average  to  move  in  tandem. 

Population 

In  1987,  the  population  of  nearly  59,000  for  the  Helena  Region  ranked  seventh 
in  the  state,  somewhat  lower  than  the  sixth  place  rank  of  total  jobs  and  the 
fifth  place  performance  of  wage/salary  jobs.  Lewis  and  Clark  County  accounted 
for  over  75  percent  of  the  total  population  and  ranked  sixth  out  of  the  56 
counties. 

Historically,  population  growth  in  the  Helena  Region  has  been  strong,  with  the 
exception  of  the  1910-1930  period.  Growth  continued  in  recent  years  (Figure 
2.43),  with  population  increasing  by  45  percent  between  1969  and  1987,  thus 
producing  the  greatest  change  in  the  state,  and  outdistancing  the  Montana 
average  of  17  percent. 

Income 

Total  personal  income  ranked  sixth  in  the  Helena  Region  in  1986,  which 
is  consistent  with  the  total  jobs  figure.  Nonfarm  worker  earnings  ranked 
slightly  higher  at  fifth,  reflecting  a  similar  rank  for  wage/salary  jobs, 
while  farm  earnings  for  this  region  ranked  last  in  the  state.  By  far  the 
largest  part  of  the  non-agricultural  income  components  were  associated  with 
Lewis  and  Clark  County,  although  farm  earnings  were  shared  much  more  evenly 
(Table  2.32). 

Steady,  moderate  growth  of  total  personal  income  for  this  region  results 
from  contributions  from  each  component  during  different  years  (Figure  2.45). 
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Between  1979  and  1982,  when  both  nonfarm  earnings  and  farm  earnings  declined, 
total  personal  income  grew  because  of  solid  growth  in  property  income  and 
transfer  payments.  Between  1982  and  1985,  farm  earnings  were  very  low  and  not 
growing,  property  income  stagnated,  but  transfer  payments  grew.  Solid  growth 
in  nonfarm  earnings  through  1985,  however,  translated  into  growth  in  total 
personal  income.  In  1986,  nonfarm  earnings  declined  some,  but  agricultural 
recovery  produced  growth  in  both  farm  earnings  and  total  personal  income.  In 
1987,  when  farm  earnings  remained  unchanged  over  the  previous  year,  nonfarm 
earnings  contributed  to  the  growth  of  total  income.  As  a  result  of  all 
components'  contributions,  total  personal  income  grew  by  9  percent  between 
1979  and  1986,  the  third  highest  growth  in  the  state,  while  statewide  income 
grew  by  only  3  percent  (Table  2.10). 

The  Helena  Region  ranked  second  in  the  state  in  per  capita  income  for  the 
1982-1986  period,  slightly  behind  the  Billings  Region.  Lewis  and  Clark  County 
ranked  third  among  Montana's  counties,  Jefferson  County  ranked  ninth,  and 
Broadwater  County,  hampered  by  several  years  of  very  low  farm  earnings,  ranked 
51st.  Only  Broadwater  County  remained  consistently  below  Montana's  per  capita 
income  between  1979  and  1986  (Table  2.32).  Throughout  this  period,  per  capita 
income  for  the  region  hovered  slightly  above  $13,000.

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The  Kalispell  Region 

Located  in  northwestern  Montana,  the  Kalispell  Region  includes  Flathead,  Lake, 
Lincoln,  and  Sanders  counties. 

Labor  Force 

With  more  than  47,000  total  jobs  in  1986,  the  Kalispell  Region  ranked  fourth 
among  Montana's  12  regions  (Table  2.34).  Although  more  than  half  of  these 
jobs  were  located  in  Flathead  County,  which  ranked  fifth  in  total  jobs  among 
counties,  each  of  the  other  three  counties  contributed  a  significant  number  of 
jobs  to  the  state's  total,  as  is  evidenced  by  their  high  county  ranks.  Jobs 
in  the  region  accounted  for  11.6  percent  of  total  jobs  in  the  state  in  1986, 
up  from  10.2  percent  in  1969  (Figure  2.3). 

As  Figure  2.46  indicates,  job  growth  in  the  Kalispell  Region  experienced 
periods  of  strong  growth  followed  by  stagnation  or  decline,  a  pattern  similar 
to  statewide  job  growth  trends  (Figure  2.9).  The  1970s  saw  relatively  strong 
growth,  with  both  total  and  wage/salary  jobs  peaking  in  1979.  The  1980s  began 
with  steady  declines  in  jobs,  as  much  of  the  state  succumbed  to  the  national 
recession,  but  growth  returned  in  1983.  Between  1984  and  1986,  wage/salary 
jobs  remained  relatively  constant,  while  self-employed  growth  led  to  an 
overall  increase  in  total  jobs  similar  to  the  statewide  jobs  experience.  In 
1987,  growth  in  wage/salary  jobs  returned  (Table  2.35). 

Nearly  all  of  the  region's  jobs  increase  after  1979  resulted  from  an  increase 
in  self-employment.  Between  1979  and  1986,  wage/salary  jobs  grew  by  only  2 
percent.  A  38  percent  growth  in  self-employed,  however,  meant  a  total  jobs 
increase  of  10  percent  (Table  2.5).  In  1986,  self-employment  comprised  29 
percent  of  the  region's  jobs,  compared  with  a  statewide  average  of  26  percent. 
(This  regional  statistic  was  up  from  20  percent  in  1969.) 

The  industrial  composition  of  the  Kalispell  Region  differs  from  the  state  in 
that  its  manufacturing  sector,  particularly  in  Flathead  and  Lincoln  counties, 
is  much  larger.  In  1969,  manufacturing  (primarily  wood  products)  accounted 
for  25  percent  of  the  wage/salary  jobs  in  the  region.  By  1986,  this  figure 
had  fallen  to  17  percent,  largely  because  of  an  increase  in  private  services, 
but  the  statewide  average  of  7  percent  illustrates  this  sector's  regional 
importance.  Other  key  sectors  in  the  Kalispell  Region  include  services, 
retail  trade,  and  government — all  important  industries  statewide. 

Nearly  all  sectors  in  the  region  grew  in  the  1970s.  Total  jobs  grew  by 
more  than  13,000  between  1969  and  1979,  spurred  by  growth  in  state/local 
government,  eating/drinking  places,  agriculture,  primary  metals  processing, 
communications,  and  throughout  the  services  industry  (principally  health, 
lodging,  membership  organizations,  and  social  services).  The  only  major  jobs 
decline  occurred  in  the  heavy  construction  industry,  following  the  completion 
of  the  Libby  Dam  in  Lincoln  County  in  the  early  1970s. 

After  1979,  declines  in  manufacturing,  construction,  railroad  transportation, 
and  federal-civilian  employment  hindered  growth.  Within  the  manufacturing 
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sector,  lumber/wood  products  and  primary  metal  industries  combined  for  a  loss 
of  more  than  1,000  wage/salary  jobs  between  1979  and  1986.  Private  health 
services,  eating/drinking  places,  mining  (the  opening  of  the  Asarco  silver 
mine  in  Lincoln  County  in  1981),  and  private  business  services  provided 
considerable  increases  during  this  period.  Total  wage/salary  jobs  increased 
during  the  1979-1986  period,  despite  declining  between  1979-1982  and  1985-1986 
(Figure  2.46). 

The  1986-1987  period  saw  growth  in  the  region's  wage/salary  jobs  (Table  2.35). 
Strong  performance  in  retail  trade,  lumber/wood  products,  and  private  business 
services  offset  declines  in  construction,  and  the  entire  region  grew  by  nearly 
800  wage/salary  jobs.   In  addition,  quarterly  measures  rather  than  yearly 
averages  (which  tend  to  "average  out"  growth  that  occurred  in  1987  with 
the  declines  of  1986)  show  a  stronger  recovery  in  1987.  Between  the  fourth 
quarter  of  1986  and  the  fourth  quarter  of  1987,  wage/salary  jobs  increased  by 
4  percent,  or  nearly  1,200  jobs. 

The  Kalispell  Region  historically  has  had  one  of  the  highest  unemployment 
rates  in  the  state.   In  1987  its  8.8  percent  rate  ranked  last  among  Montana's 
regions.  Figure  2.48  shows  clearly  the  high  unemployment  rates  of  past  years, 
with  the  region's  rate  following  the  statewide  average,  though  at  a  higher 
level.  A  large  part  of  the  explanation  for  the  region's  high  unemployment 
rates  rests  with  the  year-to-year  changes  and  within-year  seasonality  of  the 
lumber/wood  products  industry. 

Population 

With  a  population  of  approximately  107,000  in  1987,  the  Kalispell  Region 
was  fourth  largest  in  the  state.  Flathead  County  ranked  fourth  among  the  56 
counties,  and  the  region's  other  counties  all  had  relatively  high  ranks. 

The  region's  population  increased  in  every  decade  since  first  being  counted 
in  1900,  with  particularly  strong  growth  occurring  after  1960  (Table  2.8). 
Between  1969  and  1986,  population  increased  every  year  (Figure  2.47),  and 
the  growth  of  37.5  percent  during  this  period  was  one  of  the  highest  in  the 
state.  During  this  same  period,  a  loose  relationship  between  total  jobs  and 
population  existed  with  population  growth  slowing  whenever  total  jobs  declined 
(e.g.  1979-1982).  Estimates  for  1987  suggest  zero  population  growth. 

Income 

The  Kalispell  Region  also  ranked  fourth  in  the  state  in  total  personal  income 
and  nonfarm  earnings  in  1986.  Property  income  and  transfer  payments  ranked 
third  in  the  state,  while  farm  earnings  ranked  10th.  Flathead,  Lake,  and 
Lincoln  counties  all  had  relatively  high  income  rankings  in  1986. 

Figure  2.49  illustrates  the  relationship  between  total  personal  income  and 
nonfarm  earnings,  with  both  measures  moving  together  for  most  of  the  1979-1987 
period.  Nonfarm  earnings  followed  the  wage/salary  jobs  pattern  during  this 
period,  declining  dramatically  with  the  1980-1982  recession.  Recovery  in 
1983  and  1984  produced  strong  growth  in  total  personal  income,  but  growth 
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in  1985-1986  slowed  as  nonfarm  earnings  declined  slightly.  An  increase  in 
nonfarm  worker  earnings  returned  in  1987,  associated  with  an  increase  in 
nonfarm  wage/salary  jobs  described  above. 

Farm  earnings  basically  followed  the  statewide  trends  between  1979  and  1987, 
declining  sharply  between  1980  and  1985.  But  because  the  agricultural  sector 
is  very  small  in  this  region,  the  substantial  percentage  decline  in  farm 
earnings  between  1980  and  1985  was  not  critical  to  total  personal  income 
growth.  Offsetting  growth  in  property  income  and  transfer  payments  during 
this  period  also  helped  obscure  the  decline.  Because  nonfarm  earnings 
declined  slightly  in  1986,  however,  agriculture's  recovery  translated  into 
personal  income  growth. 

The  Kalispell  Region  ranked  Uth  in  per  capita  income  for  the  1982-1986 
period.  Although  Flathead  County  ranked  relatively  high  among  counties  at 
14th,  Lake,  Lincoln,  and  Sanders  counties  all  ranked  quite  low  (Table  2.34). 
Consequently,  regional  per  capita  income  was  consistently  below  the  state 
average  between  1979  and  1987  (Table  2.16).

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The  Lewistown  Region 

The  Lewistown  Region  is  located  in  central  Montana  and  includes  Fergus,  Golden 
Valley,  Judith  Basin,  Musselshell,  Petroleum,  and  Wheatland  counties. 

Labor  Force 

The  Lewistown  Region  ranked  last  in  the  state  in  total  jobs,  in  wage/salary 
jobs,  and  in  population  in  1986  (Table  2.36).  In  1986,  Fergus  County 
accounted  for  more  than  half  of  the  region's  jobs  and  ranked  15th  in  the  state 
for  total  jobs.  The  region's  11,000  total  jobs  accounted  for  2.7  percent 
of  the  total  number  of  statewide  jobs,  down  from  3.5  percent  in  1969  (Figure 
2.3). 

Job  growth  between  1969  and  1986  was  relatively  small,  with  the  region's  total 
jobs  increasing  by  only  8  percent,  which  was  the  third  smallest  percentage 
growth  in  the  state.  Between  1969  and  1979,  total  jobs  experienced  moderate 
growth,  with  the  only  exception  occurring  during  the  1975  statewide  economic 
stagnation.  Between  1979  and  1986,  wage/salary  jobs  declined  steadily, 
posting  a  loss  of  11  percent.  Because  of  a  16  percent  self-employed  growth 
during  this  same  period,  however,  only  a  slight  decline  in  total  jobs  occurred 
(Figure  2.50  and  Table  2.5).  By  1986  self-employment  accounted  for  42  percent 
of  all  regional  jobs,  compared  with  a  statewide  average  of  26  percent.  In 
1987,  wage/salary  jobs  remained  basically  unchanged. 

The  importance  of  the  self-employed  to  the  Lewistown  Region  reflects  in 
part  the  large  share  of  jobs  in  the  region  devoted  to  agriculture.  In  1969, 
agriculture  accounted  for  31  percent  of  all  jobs  in  the  region,  and,  falling 
to  24  percent  by  1986,  this  share  was  still  remarkably  larger  than  the 
statewide  average  of  9  percent.  Other  key  sectors  in  the  region — government, 
services,  and  retail  trade — reflect  importance  statewide. 

Growth  in  wage/salary  jobs  during  the  1970s  was  led  by  strong  performance 

in  private  health  services,  eating/drinking  places,  government  (excluding 

military),  construction,  lumber/wood  products,  food  stores,  and  oil/gas 

extraction.  Notable  declines  included  agriculture,  the  military,  and  railroad 
transportation. 

Between  1979  and  1986,  declines  in  every  major  sector  of  the  economy  occurred, 
with  retail  trade,  oil/gas  extraction,  construction,  and  federal  agencies 
experiencing  the  largest  job  losses.  Sectoral  wage/salary  job  growth  during 
this  period  was  virtually  nonexistent,  although  by  1984  several  sectors,  such 
as  government  and  construction,  had  begun  to  grow  slightly.  Between  1986  and 
1987,  more  job  growth  occurred,  with  health  and  other  professional  services 
and  mining  posting  gains.  Declines  in  manufacturing  (closure  of  the  gypsum 
processing  facility  near  Lewistown)  and  construction,  however,  more  than 
offset  these  gains,  and  total  wage/salary  jobs  declined  yearly  between 
1986-1987  (Table  2.37).  Comparing  the  fourth  quarters  of  1986  and  1987 
instead  of  yearly  averages  provides  a  slightly  different  picture:  wage/salary 
jobs  actually  increased  by  more  than  75  jobs,  indicating  the  start  of  an 
economic  recovery  fueled,  in  part,  by  increased  metal  mining  activity. 
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In  1987,  the  region's  high  unemployment  rate  of  8.7  percent  was  the 
second  highest  rate  in  the  state,  with  only  Judith  Basin  County  having  an 
unemployment  rate  below  the  state  average  of  7.4  percent.  Prior  to  1986, 
however,  the  unemployment  rate  in  the  Lewistown  Region  was  generally  well 
below  that  of  the  state,  (Figure  2.52). 

Population 

Early,  quick  growth  characterized  the  Lewistown  Region  between  1890  and  1920, 
when  population  peaked  at  just  under  46,000  (Table  2.8).  Since  that  time, 
population  has  declined  in  every  decade  except  the  1970s,  producing  the 
smallest  regional  population  in  1987  at  just  over  23,000. 

Figure  2.51  illustrates  graphically  the  more  recent  changes  in  population 
between  1969  and  1986.  Comparing  this  graph  with  Figure  2.50,  the  general 
relationship  between  jobs  and  population  appears  to  hold.  Growth  in  total 
jobs  during  the  1970s  was  followed  by  population  growth  after  1972.  Total 
jobs  remained  fairly  constant  during  the  1980s,  as  did  population.  The 
decline  in  population  in  1986  and  1987  partially  reflected  the  decrease 
in  wage/salary  jobs  between  1981  and  1986  as  well  as  the  generally  rising 
unemployment  rate  over  the  same  period. 

Income 

Total  personal  income  in  the  Lewistown  Region  ranked  last  in  the  state  in 
1986,  consistent  with  population  and  jobs  rankings.  The  income  components 
generally  also  ranked  very  low,  although  farm  earnings  were  relatively  high  at 
eighth,  indicating  the  importance  of  agriculture. 

Two  major  trends  in  income  occurred  between  1979  and  1987  in  the  Lewistown 
Region  (Figure  2.53).  First,  total  personal  income  experienced  the  second 
largest  decline  in  the  state  (Table  2.10)  because  of  steady  decline  in  nonfarm 
earnings  throughout  the  period  and  the  net  decline  of  farm  earnings  after 
a  peak  in  1979.  Second,  despite  the  steady  performance  of  nonfarm  earnings 
between  1979  and  1987,  total  personal  income  was  very  unstable  because  of  the 
importance  of  the  extremely  volatile  farm  earnings  component.  A  comparison 
of  farm  earnings  changes  reveals  that  they  were  mirrored  by  changes  in  total 
personal  income.  Farm  earnings  changes  were  very  similar  to  those  at  the 
state  level,  with  a  dramatic  decline  occurring  between  1981  and  1985.  This 
decline  produced  negative  farm  earnings  in  1985.  A  strong  recovery  occurred 
in  1986,  however,  translating  into  a  temporary  rise  in  total  income. 
Throughout  this  entire  period,  property  income  and  transfer  payments  followed 
statewide  trends  and  increased  si ightly(Tables  2.9  and  2.35). 

The  Lewistown  Region  ranked  10th  in  per  capita  income  for  the  1982-1986 
period,  reflecting  four-out-of-five  bad  farm  years.  A  careful  look  at  per 
capita  income  for  this  region  reveals  that  the  changes  closely  followed  farm 
earnings  changes  for  the  entire  1979-1987  period — another  statement  about  the 
importance  of  agriculture  to  the  region's  economic  performance  (Table  2.36).

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The  Miles  City  Region 

Located  in  southeastern  Montana,  the  Miles  City  Region  includes  Carter, 
Custer,  Fallon,  Powder  River,  Rosebud,  and  Treasure  counties. 

Labor  Force 

Nearly  17,000  jobs  in  1986  ranked  the  Miles  City  Region  eighth  in  the  state 

for  total  jobs  (Table  2.38).  Approximately  three-quarters  of  these  jobs  were 

located  in  Custer  County  or  Rosebud  County,  with  the  other  four  counties  each 

contributing  smaller  portions.  This  region  accounted  for  4.1  percent  of  total 

jobs  in  Montana  in  1986,  slightly  less  than  the  4.4  percent  figure  in  1969 
(Figure  2.3) . 

Between  1969  and  1986,  jobs  growth  depended  heavily  on  the  construction 
industry.  Peaks  in  total  and  wage/salary  jobs  occurred  in  1975  during  a 
statewide  economic  slowdown  and  again  in  1982,  when  total  jobs  statewide  were 
at  a  low  point  (Figures  2.54  and  2.9).  These  peaks  reflect  the  construction 
cycles  for  the  four  Colstrip  electrical  generating  units  in  Rosebud  County. 
After  1982,  jobs  declined  steadily  as  construction  activity  decreased  through 
1987. 

Historically,  the  Miles  City  Region  has  been  primarily  an  agricultural  region. 
In  1969,  agriculture  accounted  for  27  percent  of  total  jobs  in  the  region. 
The  general  statewide  decline  in  agriculture,  accompanied  by  the  Colstrip 
electrical  plants  and  the  ensuing  coal  mining,  however,  decreased 
agriculture's  share  in  total  jobs  to  16  percent  in  1986,  although  still  much 
greater  than  the  statewide  average  of  9  percent.  Other  important  sectors 
include  services,  government,  and  retail  trade. 

Heavy  construction  contractors  experienced  large  increases  in  employment  in 
the  mid-1970s,  and  coal  mining  grew  over  the  decade  by  nearly  1,000  percent, 
or  about  350  jobs.  About  200  workers  were  added  in  1975  and  1976  to  operate 
the  generating  plants.  State  and  local  government  contributed  another  700 
jobs  over  the  decade.  Other  service-producing  sectors  increased,  with  private 
educational  and  health  services,  eating/drinking  places,  wholesale  trade, 
and  membership  organizations  (mainly  Northern  Cheyenne  tribal  organizations) 
all  growing  substantially.  Agriculture  was  the  only  sector  to  decline. 
Manufacturing  was  relatively  stable  with  increases  in  several  components 
including  lumber/wood  products  being  counterbalanced  by  the  closure  of  an 
establishment  producing  plastic  novelty  items. 

Between  1979  and  1982,  the  region  again  experienced  remarkable  growth  as 
construction  on  Colstrip  electrical  generating  units  resumed.  Wage/salary 
jobs  in  the  construction  sector  alone  increased  by  about  2,000.  Oil/gas 
extraction,  eating/drinking  places,  and  private  business  and  health  services 
also  experienced  strong  growth.  Once  again,  agriculture  declined  in 
employment  as  did  manufacturing  (lumber/wood  products). 

The  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs  after  1982  was  felt  throughout  the  economy 
as  the  boom  of  the  preceding  years  came  to  an  end.  Between  1982  and  1986, 
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construction  declined  by  about  the  same  amount  it  increased  over  the  1979-1982 
period;  oil/gas  mining  declined  more  (300  job  decline  versus  a  200  job 
increase).  Construction  and  oil/gas  extraction  represented  fewer  wage/salary 
jobs  in  1986  than  in  1969.  The  service-oriented  sectors  suffered  as  well  with 
retail  trade  (mainly  eating/drinking  places),  various  private  services,  and 
wholesale  trade  all  experiencing  large  declines.  Growing  industries  included 
local  government,  utilities  (the  Colstrip  electrical  plants),  and  the  military 
(establishment  of  a  small  Air  Force  facility).  Decline  in  agricultural 
employment  slowed.  The  general  continuation  of  these  trends  between  1986  and 
1987  is  shown  in  Table  2.39. 

The  large  declines  in  employment  after  the  Colstrip  construction  should  be 
viewed  in  context.  The  construction  provided  a  superficial  boost  to  the 
economy  while  it  existed.  Between  1969  (before  construction  began)  and  1986, 
total  jobs  experienced  net  growth  of  about  32  percent — the  sixth  highest 
percentage  growth  in  the  state.  Furthermore,  the  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs 
shown  in  Table  2.39  for  1986-1987  overstates  the  magnitude  of  the  decline  that 
actually  occurred  in  1987  because  better  performance  in  1987  is  "averaged  out" 
by  the  yearly  figures.  Comparing  the  fourth  quarter  of  1986  v\/ith  the  fourth 
quarter  of  1987  shows  that  wage/salary  jobs  declined  by  only  1.4  percent,  or 
by  about  140  jobs. 

Historically,  the  unemployment  rate  of  the  Miles  City  Region  was  well  under 
the  statewide  average.  This  was  true  in  1987,  when  the  region's  unemployment 
rate  of  6.8  percent  was  the  state's  third.  According  to  Figure  2.56,  the  only 
year  that  the  region's  unemployment  rate  was  above  the  statewide  average  was 
1984,  primarily  because  of  high  unemployment  in  Rosebud  County  associated  with 
the  near  completion  of  the  Colstrip  construction. 

Population 

With  a  population  of  over  33,000  in  1987,  the  Miles  City  Region  was  the  eighth 
largest  region.  As  in  other  primarily  agricultural  regions,  population  growth 
was  very  strong  prior  to  1920.  After  1920,  however,  population  declined  and 
stagnated,  with  growth  returning  only  in  recent  years  (Table  2.8). 

Beginning  in  1973,  substantial  population  growth  characterized  this  region. 
As  Figure  2.55  illustrates,  the  population  pattern  closely  followed  growth  in 
total  jobs,  with  a  lag  time  of  between  one  and  two  years.  Total  jobs  peaked 
first  in  1975,  and  population  followed  two  years  later.  The  low  point  for 
total  jobs  in  1977  was  followed  again  by  population  the  next  year,  then  peaked 
a  second  time  in  1982.  Declining  population  since  1983  has  paralleled  the 
decline  in  jobs. 


Income 

Income  rankings  for  the  Miles  City  Region  in  1986  varied  considerably. 
Total  personal  income  and  transfer  payments  both  ranked  ninth,  while  nonfar 
earnings  ranked  eighth.  Property  income  ranked  low  at  11th,  while  farm 
earnings  were  relatively  high  at  sixth,  reflecting  the  importance  of 
agriculture  to  this  region.

Changes  in  farm  and  nonfann  earnings  influenced  total  personal  income  (Figure 
2.57).  Between  1979  and  1982,  nonfarm  worker  earnings  rose  substantially 
with  wage/salary  jobs  created  by  the  Colstrip  construction.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  farm  earnings  declined  dramatically  from  a  peak  in  1979.  The  net 
result  was  moderate  growth  in  total  income,  supported  by  increases  in  property 
income  and  transfer  payments. 

After  peaking  in  1982,  nonfarm  earnings  declined  steadily  through  1987, 
again  following  the  trend  of  wage/salary  jobs.  During  the  first  part  of  this 
period,  however,  farm  earnings  were  extremely  low,  partially  the  result  of 
drought  conditions.  Thus,  the  decline  in  nonfarm  earnings  translated  into  a 
decline  in  total  income.  The  partial  recovery  in  the  agricultural  sector  in 
1986  provided  a  temporary  boost  to  total  personal  income,  but  farm  earnings 
remained  unchanged  in  1987  and  total  personal  income  continued  to  decline. 

Regional  per  capita  income  in  the  Miles  City  Region  ranked  fourth  in  the  state 
for  the  1982-1986  period,  however,  partially  because  of  the  strong  performance 
of  nonfarm  earnings  in  1982  and  the  strong  performance  of  farm  earnings 
in  1986.  The  trend  for  per  capita  income  generally  was  downward  for  the 
1979-1987  period,  reflecting  population  increases  and  the  end  of  Colstrip 
construction  (Table  2.38).  Between  1984  and  1987,  regional  per  capita  income 
was  below  the  statewide  average.

INCOME  —  MILES  CITY  REGION 
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The  Missoula  Region 

Located  in  western  Montana,  the  Missoula  Region  includes  Mineral,  Missoula, 
and  Ravalli  counties. 


Labor  Force 

In  1986,  the  Missoula  Region  ranked  third  in  the  state  for  both  total  and 
wage/salary  jobs.  Approximately  80  percent  of  the  jobs  were  located  in 
Missoula  County,  which  also  ranked  third  for  total  jobs  among  Montana's 
counties  (Table  2.40).  The  region's  51,600  jobs  accounted  for  12.7  percent  of 
the  state's  total  in  1986,  up  from  10.4  percent  in  1969. 

Comparing  Figure  2.58  and  Figure  2.9,  it  is  obvious  that  job  growth  in 
the  Missoula  Region  has  followed  job  growth  statewide  closely.  The  1970s 
experienced  exceptionally  strong  growth,  with  jobs  declining  only  in  1975 
when  the  nation  experienced  a  recession  and  Montana  suffered  from  economic 
stagnation.  The  1980  recession,  however,  began  a  downward  turn  in  jobs  that 
continued  for  the  next  several  years.  Beginning  in  1983,  growth  returned  to 
the  Missoula  Region  and  continued  through  1987  (Table  2.40). 

Figure  2.58  also  illustrates  the  importance  of  self-employment  to  the  Missoula 
Region,  particularly  in  recent  years.  For  example,  between  1984  and  1986, 
wage/salary  jobs  exhibited  virtually  no  growth.  But  during  these  years,  total 
jobs  continued  to  grow  because  of  strong  performance  in  self-employment.  In 
1986,  self-employment  accounted  for  23  percent  of  jobs  in  the  region,  somewhat 
below  the  state  average  of  26  percent,  but  well  above  the  1969  level  of  15 
percent.  Furthermore,  the  growth  rate  for  the  self-employed  between  1979 
and  1986  was  35  percent,  compared  to  the  overall  decline  of  2  percent  in 
wage/salary  jobs  (Table  2.5). 

The  regional  economy  differs  from  the  rest  of  the  state  primarily  because  of 
the  importance  of  manufacturing  (mainly  the  lumber/wood  products  industry). 
Though  down  from  a  figure  of  18  percent  in  1969,  manufacturing  accounted  for 
13  percent  of  wage/salary  jobs  in  1986,  much  higher  than  the  statewide  average 
of  7  percent.  Other  important  sectors  include  services,  retail  trade,  and 
government  (particularly  the  University  of  Montana  in  Missoula). 

Wage/salary  jobs  increased  in  nearly  every  major  sector  during  the  1970s. 
Agriculture  grew  because  its  self-employed  component  increased.  State/local 
government,  eating/drinking  places,  building  construction,  private  health 
services,  lumber/wood  products  manufacturing,  wholesale  trade,  business 
services,  trucking,  and  banking  all  experienced  exceptional  growth  as  total 
wage/salary  employment  grew  by  56  percent. 

Between  1979  and  1986,  however,  the  region  witnessed  a  small  net  decline  in 
wage/salary  jobs  (although  growth  in  self-employment  was  sufficient  to  keep 
total  jobs  growing).  For  sectors  experiencing  strong  growth  in  the  1970s, 
growth  continued  for  private  health  services,  eating/drinking  places, 
trucking,  and  business  services.  Other  growing  sectors  included  food  stores 
and  private  social  services.  Lumber/wood  products,  building  construction, 
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federal/state  government,  and  wholesale  trade  each  lost  wage/salary  jobs. 
Declines  also  were  experienced  by  the  automobile  dealer/service  station,  food 
processing,  and  communications  sectors.  As  Figure  2.58  illustrates,  however, 
the  overall  decline  in  wage/salary  jobs  was  reversed  in  1983,  and  by  1986 
wage/salary  jobs  almost  achieved  their  previous  peak  in  1979. 

Recovery  was  evident  in  1986-1987  when  wage/salary  jobs  posted  a  strong 
increase  of  684  jobs  (Table  2.41).  Large  declines  in  local/state  government, 
heavy  construction  contractors,  and  lumber/wood  products  were  more  than  offset 
by  gains  elsewhere.  Growth  was  particularly  strong  in  services  (especially  in 
private  health  and  social  services),  retail  trade,  and  finance/insurance/real 
estate  (excluding  banks). 

The  relatively  low  regional  unemployment  rate  of  6.9  percent  in  1987  ranked 
fifth  in  the  state.  As  Figure  2.60  shows,  this  rate  was  lower  than  the 
statewide  average,  and  much  lower  than  previous  levels  in  the  1980s.  Also, 
1987  was  basically  the  first  year  that  regional  unemployment  was  lower 
than  unemployment  statewide.  Past  high  unemployment  rates  generally  were 
attributed  to  year-to-year  volatility  and  seasonality  in  the  lumber/wood 
products  industry.  Thus,  the  declining  share  of  lumber/wood  products  in  total 
jobs  as  well  as  the  strong  performance  of  the  other  economic  sectors  partially 
explains  the  declining  unemployment  rates  of  recent  years. 

Population 

A  population  of  over  107,000  in  1987  made  the  Missoula  Region  the  state's 
third  largest.  Most  of  the  population  was  located  in  Missoula  County,  the 
second  most  populous  county  in  the  state.  Although  early  population  growth 
stagnated  from  1910  to  1930,  growth  was  strong  in  the  following  decades  (Table 
2.8).  Population  growth  between  1969  and  1986  was  especially  strong,  (Figure 
2.59),  and  the  region's  growth  rate  of  44  percent  was  one  of  the  state's 
highest.  Between  1986  and  1987,  however,  population  stagnated  in  the  region, 
while  declining  statewide. 

Population  in  the  Missoula  Region  closely  followed  trends  at  the  state  level 
between  1969  and  1986  (Figures  2.10  and  2.59).  More  significantly,  however, 
population  also  followed  trends  in  the  region's  total  jobs,  with  a  lag  time  of 
about  one  year  (Figures  2.58  and  2.59).  When  jobs  declined  slightly  between 
1974  and  1975,  population  growth  slowed  with  no  appreciable  lag.  By  the  1980 
recession,  though,  when  total  jobs  once  again  declined,  a  lag  of  one  year 
occurred  with  population  growth  slowing  in  1981  before  turning  negative  in 
1982.  Jobs  growth  resumed  in  1983,  accompanied  by  slight  population  growth  in 
1983  and  strong  growth  through  1986. 

Income 

As  with  jobs  and  population,  the  Missoula  Region  ranked  third  statewide  in 
total  personal  income  in  1986  (Table  2.40).  Ranks  for  income  components  were 
similar,  with  the  exception  of  farm  earnings,  which  ranked  11th  and  accounted 
for  a  very  small  share  of  total  income. 
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Because  regional  farm  earnings  were  so  small,  their  effect  on  total  personal 
income  also  was  minimal.  As  a  result,  changes  in  total  personal  income 
closely  followed  corresponding  changes  in  nonfarm  earnings  throughout  the 
1979-1987  period  (Figure  2.61). 

A  sharp  decline  in  nonfarm  jobs  between  1979  and  1982  produced  a  similar 
decline  in  nonfarm  earnings  during  the  national  recession.  Post-recession 
recovery  was  strong  in  both  total  income  and  nonfarm  earnings  in  1983  and 
1984,  but  during  the  Montana  recession  in  1985,  nonfarm  earnings  stagnated. 
Total  personal  income  did  increase  very  slightly  between  1984  and  1987, 
however,  as  transfer  payments  and  farm  earnings  posted  modest  gains.  Overall, 
total  personal  income  grew  by  only  2.7  percent  between  1979  and  1986,  slightly 
less  than  the  Montana  average  of  3  percent.  . 

The  Missoula  Region  ranked  eighth  in  the  state  in  per  capita  income  for  the 
1982-1986  period,  and  remained  below  the  state  average  for  every  year  in  this 
period  (Table  2.40).  For  a  few  years,  Missoula  County  was  slightly  higher 
than  the  state  in  per  capita  income,  but  both  Ravalli  and  Mineral  counties 
were  consistently  below  the  Montana  average.  After  declining  from  over 
$12,200  in  1979,  per  capita  income  in  1984  leveled  at  $11,700  and  remained 
there  through  1987.
